WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson,

This was the ar- 
rangement when passes were in 
use, but management had con- 
tended the permit cards are not 
passes. 


Details of Arbitrations. 


Attorneys representing the 
company and the operators’ union 
are to meet Tuesday and draft 
the arbitration question, which in 
substance will be whether the 
contract clause pertaining to pay- 
ment of an allowance for hand- 
ling passes applies to permit 
cards. 

The arbitration panel will con- 
sist of a company representative, 
a union representative and an 
impartial chairman. The chair- 
man will be A. J. Granoff, Kan- 
sas City attorney who headed the 
fact-finding board in last sum- | 
mer’s contract dispute, if Granoff 
is available. If not, the Mayor's 
Mass Transportation Committee 
will name the chairman. 

Arbitration expenses will be 
shared equally by company and 
union. The agreement to arbi- 
trate is to be presented to the 
union’s general membership this 
week. Union leaders were confi- 
dent it would be accepted. 


Mayor Rebukes Company. 


The union was willing to settle 
on this basis earlier, but the com- 
pany at first insisted that it 
should be entitled to return of 
the extra pay if the arbitrators 
ruled in its favor. Mayor Darst 
finally lost patience and Jashed 
out at Public Service. 

“The company has not fulfilled 
its obligation to the public in 
selling these passes,” he asserted. 
“This problem should have been 
worked out between the company 
and the union long before now.” 

The Mayor advised the com- 
pany to have confidence in in its 
employes, and declared, “I con-| 
sider it bad business to stand in 


the way of good public and good | e 


labor relations.” 

After this outburst, company 
representatives went away to con- 
fer among themselves. They re- 
turned to announce they were 
accepting the four-week payment 
proposal “under protest,” ,and 
with the understanding that the 
payments should not constitute an 
influencing factor in the arbitra- 
tion or a precedent to affect any 
future disputes. 

The company sald it considered 
the conditions of settlement un- 
fair, but had accepted to end 
inconvenience to the public. 

“It is unheard of—in such cir- 
cumstances—that a company be 
called upon to pay an increased 
allowance to its men while the 
equity of such an increase is 
being arbitrated,”: the company 
stated. “It is like requiring a 
court defendant to pay a- judg- 
ment before litigation has even 
started.”

AS NATION BEGINS 
HOLIDAY WEEKEND 


CHICAGO, Dec. 30 (AP)—Re- 
ports of a light accidental death 
toll sounded a note of compara- 
tive cheer at the start of the 
New Year’s holiday season. 
Even so, the National Safety 
Council predicted tonight that by 
the end of 1950, traffic deaths 
will reach 35,000. 

Since 6 p.m. Friday the nation 
had counted 79 violent deaths— 
61 from traffic accident and 18 
from miscellaneous causes. Mis- 
souri and Illinois each reported 
two traffic deaths. 

The Safety Council estimated 
motor accidents will claim 330 


Six Negroes were injured, one 
seriously, in a fire which swept 
through a_ two-and-a-half-story 
rooming house at 815 North 
Jefferson avenue last night. 

Most seriously injured was 
Miss Lucille Fox, 18 years old, 
who suffered skull and spine in- 
juries when she jumped from a 
second-floor window to the front 
sidewalk. 

Four other persons were hurt 
less seriously in jumping from 
the second floor. They were 
Gregory Armstrong, 508 North 
Channing avenue, head injury; 
Andrew Sales, 5058 Kensington 
avenue, knee and thigh lacera- 
tions; L. B. Fox, a brother-in-law 
of Miss Fox, lacerations, and

He was up early, breakfasted 
at 8:30 a.m., and took a turn 
around the icy deck of the Wil- 
liamsburg. Then he spent most 
of the morning in staff talks 
about the message which he hopes 
to have ready for personal deliv- 
ery Monday, Jan. 8. 

The President apparently will 
be aboard until after New Year's 
day.

Kaesong is 36 miles northwest 
of Seoul and two miles south of 
the thirty-eighth parallel. Yon- 
chon is 36 miles north of Seoul 
and six miles north of the par- 
allel. Hwachon is 55 miles north- 
east of Seoul and seven miles 
north of the parallel. 

The Reds were probing south- 
ward in attempts to find soft 
spots in the U.N. defense. They 
were being hit hard by allied air- 
craft. 

War’s Biggest Air Battle. 


Far East Air Force planes flew 
about 500 sorties Saturday and 
inflicted about 450 casualties on 
the Reds, damaged five tanks and 
50 artillery pieces. 

Fifteen speedy United States 
F-86 Saber jet fighters tangled 
with 40 Russian-made jets over 
northwest Korea Saturday in the 
biggest air battle of the war to 
date. American pilots reported 
one Russian MIG-15 jet destroyed 
and three damaged in this and 
other combats during the day. 

Appearance of Red armor in 
front areas emphasized imminence 


Seoul. Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
said last week that only Commu- 
nist infantry were massed along 
the western front. 

Ceaseless daylight air watch on 
the roads in Red territory ap- 
parently delayed until now the 
movement of Communist armor 
to the front. 

The United States Eighth Army 
and other United Nations forces 
held strcng in the center of their 
line across Korea’s midsection 
Saturday night, but in both the 
east and west the Reds had 
reached positions from 10 to 13 
miles south of the thirty-eighth 

The Allies held some points 
north of the parallel at last re- 
ports, however. An Eighth Army 
spokesman named one of these as 
Inje, four miles above the line 
and 25 miles inland from the 
east coast. Another was Taegok 
in central Korea, one mile north 
of the parallel and 42 miles north- 
east of Seoul. 

Hardest Thursts in East. 


The Reds’ early thrusts were 
hardest in the east, apparently 
trying to wheel south around 
Chunchon, railhead 45 miles 
northeast of Seoul. 

A force of 5000 drove 13 miles 
south of the border in hill coun- 
try 32 miles inland from the east 
coast Saturday. An Eighth Army 
spokesman said Allied troops were 
“in contact” with that group. 

Another Red unit of 2000 was 
reported 10 miles south of the 
parallel 15 miles inland from the 
sea. 

A third force of 10,000 had 
dented the east-central sector of 
ithe line earlier. There was no 
| fresh report on this force.

REPORT ASSAILS 
MUNITIONS BOARD 
N LAG ON NIGKEL 


Senate Group Points Also 
to Slow Expansion of 
Production by Canadi- 
an Monopoly.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 —A 
critical shortage of nickel and a 
lagging federal program for stock- 
piling that vital defense material 
were reported today by the Sen- 
ate Armed Services preparedness 
subcommittee. 

The shortage has resulted, the 
subcommittee said, “from the col- 
lision of a rapidly increasing civil- 
ian and military demand with the 
relatively fixed supply produced 
by the International Nickel Co. 
of Canada, Ltd.,” abbreviated 
“Inco.” 

Inco, described as “one of the 
most formidable monopolies the 
subcommittee has found,” con- 
trols more than 85 per cent of 
the free world’s nickel. In an anti- 
trust complaint against Inco, filed 
in 1946, the Department of Jus- 
tice said five of the seven prin- 
cipal officers and 12 of the 25 
directors were Americans and that 
about 50 per cent of fhe stock was 
held by Americans. 


Encouragement of Industry. 


The subcommittee, which is 
headed by Senator Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, recommended that 
Inco be encouraged to expand its 
capacity and that all other sources 
of nickel be exploited to the limit 
immediately. 

Nickel is used for toughening 
steel for machine Be atomic 
equipment, jet engines and gun 
barrels and for other military pur- 
poses. It is also used for plating, 
coinage and for alloying with 
aluminum and cobalt. Most of the 
metal used in peacetime in the 
United States finds its way into 
automobiles. 


Government ‘Complacent’. 

Despite the fact the United 
States is the world’s largest con- 
sumer of nickel, almost none is 
produced here. With the country 
thus dependent on others for its 
supply, the Government still has 
been “complacent” about a stock- 
piling program and has failed to 
exhaust all possibilities for in- 
creasing supplies, the subcommit- 
tee said. 

During the last war, the aati 
committee said, the United States 
was never able to accumulate a 
stockpile of nickel amounting to 
more than two months’ require- 
ments, Inco maintaining that 
nickel in its mines and ware- 
houses was just as good as if in 
the United States. 

At the present time, the report 
continued, the stockpile is in bet- 
ter shape than during the war 
(figures are confidential) but still 
is not adequate. Even the objec-

COPPER AND BRASS 
FOR CIVILIAN USE 
CURBED BY NPA 


Restriction on 300 Items 
Bars Ornamental, Dec- 
orative Work — Effec- 
tive March 1. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
The Government, in a sweeping 
order biting into the civilian 
economy, today barred or sharply 
restricted the use of copper in 
more than 300 products. 

After March 1 copper cannot 
be used in new manufacture of 


items ranging from pots and pans, 
building hardware, furniture and 
electrical appliances to jewelry, 
toys and paper clips. 

-Brass, which is made in part of 
copper, also is restricted. 

The National Production Au- 
thority, which issued the order, 
said however that copper or brass 
may be used in making items on 
the barred list where the ma- 
terials are used for a functional 
purpose, as in working parts. 

This would allow continued use 
of small quantities of copper, or 
brass, as electrical conductors or 
in bearings, where no practical 
substitute is available. 

The order is the first in the 
present mobiljzation to bar out- 
right the use of available quan- 
tities on particular items. Such 
orders are reported under. con- 
sideration for other metals, in- 
cluding aluminum and zinc. 

The copper order actually lists 
the items from which copper is 
barred. The metal is prohibited 
for all ornamental and decora- 
tive use. This includes “bright 
work” and trim on automobiles, 
as well as in auto wheel disks, 
defrosters and heaters, gas tank 
caps, mirrors and brackets. 

William H. Harrison, NPA ad- 
ministrator, said the order does 
not prohibit the manufacture of 
the barred items, only forbids 
the use of copper in them. He 
said in many cases manufacturers 
will be able to use substitute ma- 
terials. 

Provision was made to permit 
industry to adjust itself to use of 
substitute metals or plastic. Af- 
fected items in the process of 
manufacture on or before March 
1 can be completed up to 
April 30. 

The list of barred copper 
products includes copper pipe 
and tubing, door hinges, house 
numbers door hangers, cabinet 
and furniture hardware, drains 
and downspouts, roofing, shower 
parts, towel bars, weather strip- 
ping and windows.

President Truman's Council of 
Economic Advisers called on the 
Government today to give the 
people some definite target for 
the build-up of military produce 
tion. 


The council called for higher 
taxes and a pay-as-you-go federal 
budget. It contended that wider, 
mandatory price and wage con- 
trol is “inevitable,” and did not 
omit the posibility of rationing. 
It foresaw many years of “very 
high defense spending.” 

But its annual report to True 
man hammered on the theme 
the mobilization cannot be fully 
effective unless industry, governs 
ment and public knows “what 
we as a nation are striving to do 
and why.” 


Setting Stage for Goals. 


There was every sign that the 
council, headed by Leon Keyser- 
ling, was setting the stage for 
President Truman to hand Con- 
gress, early next month, specific 
goals in terms of thousands of 
planes, tanks and guns to deter 
Communist aggression, 

Truman’s annual economic 
message to Congress, which usue 
ally follows the budget and State 
of the Union messages early in 
the session, is based on the eco- 
nomie findings of the advisory 
council 

Besides Keyserling members of 
the council are John D, Clark and 
Roy Blough, 

Informed officials said today 
the budget that the President will 
submit to the new Congress would 
total 72 to 75 billion dollars, 
Since the budget is still undef 
draft, the precise figures are un- 
certain, but the following cos 
amounts were suggested as a goo 
bet in round sums: 

In current fiscal 1951, now half 
over, non-military costs will ru 
to 25 billion-plus in a total budge 
of some 48 to 50 billion. 

In the forthcoming budget for 
fiscal 1952, which will begin next 
July 1, non-military costs will top 
30 billion in a total budget of 72 
to 75 billion—or more, if speedier 
military goods deliveries can be 
counted on. 


20 Billion Deficit Possible. 

Thus rising non-military costs 
will contribute to prospects that 
the Federal Government will 
overspend its income by more 
than 20 billion in 1952 unless 
Congress levies heavier taxes or 
cuts down the President’s spende 
ing proposals, or both. 

Administration officials cons 
tend that increased non-military 
costs are inevitable — despite 
strenuous efforts to hold them to 
a minimum—largely because they 
represent the expenses of activie 
ties tied in with the defense 
effort in varying degrees. 

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, 
in a year-end economic review 
announced that. total production 
in 1950 climbed to about 280 bil- 
lion dollars. As the year ends, he 
said, husiness activity is hitting 
the World War II peak. 

Higher prices accounted for 
part of the dollar rise in output, 
Sawyer said, and “it is clear that 
further measures dre required to 
resjst inflation and speed defense 
production.”

Like the Eighty-first, the new 
Congress will be controlled by 
the Democrats—but by slimmer 
margins in both the Senate and 
the House. In the Senate, the 
Democrats will have 49 members 
and the Republicans 47 as com- 
pared with 54 Democrats and 42 
G.O.P. members in the Ejighty- 
first Congress. 

In the House, the new division 
will be 235 Democrats, 199 Re- 
publicans and one independent, 
At present there are 259 Demo- 
crats, 169 Republicans, one Amer- 
ican-Laborite and six vacancies. 


The new Congress will be 
called on to appropriate more 
money than in any year since 
World War II when, in 1942, 
Congress voted 118 billions. For 
the fiscal year starting next July 
1, the White House is expected 
to seek in the neighborhood of 
75 billions, most of which would 
be spent to bolster the military 
might of America and its allies. 
Spending during the current fis- 
cal year is running at the rate 
of about 50 billions.

Says Russia Cleared Air. 

| “The year produced another 
move of grim significance to the 
| free world. For the first time 
since V-J day, the Soviet Union 
went a step beyond tactics of 
indirection and subversion — and 
encouraged the use of force. Con- 
sequently the air is now cleared 
of any shred of doubt that might 
have existed as to the methods 
which the Soviet Union is willing 
to use. The Politburo’s sancti- 
monious profession of its desire 
for peace is shown to be nothing 
but camouflage to cloak the 
naked imperialism of its .aims. 

“Thus the crisis of this past 
year—and thus the need for some 
very plain talk of plans and pros- 
pects for 1951. 

“The emergency we face is 
one of extreme gravity. Our 
freedom, our way of life is men- 
aced. We must rebuild our own 
defenses and help buttress those 
of the free world. That means 
sacrifice. That means maximum 
effort from each one of us. It 
means that there must be full 
understanding of the problems 
we are facing. It means also 
that there must be full support 
for the measures which may be 
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action which underwent a many 
fold increase in scale with the 
| flagrant and barefaced attack by 
| Communist China. It was a year 
| in which the leaders of the Soviet 
Union talked loudly of peace but 
| their words were drowned out by 
| the noise of their warlike acts. 
| “But let us not make the mis- 
| take of permitting the deep sha- 
dow which overcast 1950 to ob- 
;Sscure certain fundamental ac- 
} complishments that are a-part of 
the year’s record. I call atteri- 
tion to some of them here be- 
cause they form a part of the 
foundation on which we are going 
to build in 1951. They also con- 


| cern the foreign policy which this 
| Government has been pushing for 


the past five years—a policy 
| which is designed to create unity 
and security for the free world. 
It is our firm intention to press 
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forward with this policy. We are 
confident it is sound. 

“Last June, the United Nations 
met squarely the issue of Com- 
munist aggression against the Re- 
public of Korea. Fifty-three na- 
tions joined in branding the North 
Koreans as aggressors and called 
i for military action from member 
nations to drive them out. Twen- 
ty-five nations made offers of ma- 
terial contributions to the United 
Nations army. Infantry units of 
13 nations are fighting in Korea 
under the United Nations flag 
and 14 countries have contributed 
air, naval and medical contingents. 

Willing to Make Sacrifices. 

“This is concrete evidence that 

our associates in the free world 


essential to preserve the free 
world. 

“I believe that there are certain 
fundamentals of policy which 
must be followed in 1951: 

“This country must remain 
true to its tradition of standing 
by its friends. To abandon our 
allies would gratify the Krem- 
lin. To do so would be appease- 
ment on a gigantic scale. 

“The Soviet Union, holding in 
unhappy bondage the peoples of 
Eastern Europe, wields enough 
power without making the Soviet 
imperialists a gift of the produc- 
tive capacity and technical skills 
of Western Europe, plus the stra- 
tegic resources and the manpower 
of the Middle East and Asia. 

“Regardless of threats, this 
country will not compromise by 
appeasement its security or the 
principles by which a society of 
free men must live. 
not reward Communist aggres- 
sion. In Korea, this means that 
this country will not be intimi- 
dated by the threats coming out 
of Peiping; but will continue 
under the United Nations to 
combat the forces of aggression. 

“This Government will press 
vigorously ahead with programs 
and policies the validity of which 
has been established by actual 
test. We will redouble our efforts 
to build situations of strength to 
meet trouble wherever it threat- 
ens, This is the effective counter 
to Communist expansion. The 
present difficulties arise from the 
lawless and cynical conduct of 
the Communists who would de- 
stroy peace and freedom. This 
conduct requires us to add rapidly 
to our military strength. We will 
continue our efforts to work for 
peace through the United Nations. 
That is the kind of people we 
are—but we now, once again, 
must see to our arms. 
Aid to Be Continued. 


“Economic aid will be carried 
forward — although redirected 
where necessary to contribute to 
the military strength of the free 
world. We will step up the in- 
ternational information program 
to make sure that the ideals of 
free men have full expression, 
that the Soviet Union and its 
puppets are constantly before the 
bar of world opinion, and to pre- 
sent an accurate and factual in- 
terpretation of American action 
and intention. 

“We must strive to close the 
ranks at home to obtain the 
strength which derives from 
unity, The two great parties 
must continue to consult with 
each other on international af- 
fairs in order to insure that 
American action will have maxi- 
— possible bipartisan back- 


“The lesson of Korea has hit 
home. We must rally to the sup- 
port of the President in his call 
for rapid strengthening of our 
national defenses and for ready- 
ing the full moral and material 
strength of the nation to guard 
against the dangers that threaten 
us. No sacrifices are too great 
when the future of this nation 
is at stake.

“We must not forget that,

ing short of a period of clearly 
visible, immediate emergency... . 

“We do not feel that any of 
our mistakes have been too great 
to be corrected successfully now. 
We do not feel there is any short- 
age which cannot now be over- 
come. If we admit that these 
individual problems are beyond 
solution, then we are, to that ex- 
tent, admitting that our survival 
is jeopardized. Such an admis- 
sion is unnecessary. With full 
effort, with bold imagination, with 
tireless vigor we cannot only over- 
come the occasional obstacles in 
our path but we can also guaran- 
tee our survival and our ultimate 
victory in the present struggle.” 

Committee Recommendations. 

The committee made the follow- 
ing recommendations: : 

1. That the State Department 
try to persuade the Canadian 
Government to help Inco ex- 
pand its Canadian properties;

4. That the Government make 
intensive efforts, in co-opera- 
tion with private industry, to 
develop American ore deposits, 
such as those in Oregon. 

5. That the feasibility of re- 
covering ore deposits in the 
state of Goyaz, Brazil, be re- 
viewed. 

6. That Nicaro, the Govern- 
ment’s $32,000,000 plant in 
Cuba, which was built in 194 
and 1943, be reactivate 
promptly and perhaps enlarged. 

7. That non-essential uses of 
nickel be promptly restricted 
and some uses barred entirely, 
and that all metal saved be ac- 
quired for the stockpile. 

8. That the United States 
urge on other western nations 
similar programs. 

9. That the National Produc- 
tion Authority appoint a com- 
mittee of business men to con- 
duct a scrap-drive program. 

Dominence of Monopoly. 

The report, the fourth issued by 
the committee, was the first made 
as a result of an extensive study 
of the effect of a foreign strategic 
monopoly, Inco, on the prepared- 
ness efforts of the United States. 
It was pointed out that Inco domi- 
nates world production and that

Another potential Ca- 
nadian producer, Sherritt Gordon 
Mines, Ltd., is expected to be 
turning out a few thousand tons 
a year in three years. 

The government’s best and per- 
haps only hope for a prompt ma- 
terial increase in supplies in the 
near future is probably Nicaro, 
the subcommittee said. Its re-

All other poli- 
cies cannot await this, but no 
other policies can proceed very 
far until this issue takes fairly 
definite shape.” 

Assets Estimated. 

The council estimated the coun- 
try has the plant, material and 
manpower resources to boost pro- 
duction 25 per cent in the next 
five years but will need many con-

ANTI-SMOKE DRIVE 
HERE DESCRIBED IN 
MAGAZINE ARTICLE 


| The results St. Louis has 
‘achieved in enforcing its smoke 
ordinance are described in an 
article in the January issue of 
Harper’s Magazine which calls 
the airborne grime of American 
cities one of the most dar.gerous, 
expensive and destructive prob- 
lems. 

The article, ‘What Goes Up the 
'Chimney,” describes the health 
and economic toll taken by in- 
dustrial smoke in larger cities, 
and points out achievements of 
municipal governments in their 
smoke control programs. 

St. Louis, the article says. re- 
ceives 200 tons of flyash and dirt 
per square mile each month, com- 
‘pared to a dustfall of 100 tons in 
New York and 50 in Chicago. The 
St. Louis smoke bill is estimated 
at $14,000,000 annually although 
in the last 10 years the city Ras 
cut its smoke pall by 75 per cent, 
the magazine said.

vent a general war. The American | 
policy makers were hopeful that. 
the Soviet Union did not want to | 
run the risk of a general war | 
beginning in Korea. But they! 
were also convinced that the, 
Korean aggression was the first 
part of a long program of similar 
aggression which, if continued, | 
would lead to a Munich-like situa- | 
tion. 
On these assumptions, the best. 
course was to stop the Soviet 
program in Korea, much as Hitler 
might have been challenged in 
the Rhineland or in Austria, be- 
fore the Munich stage was 
reached. This was why the deci- 
sion to intervene was made. If 
Stalin's mind could have heen 
read in July, it is quite likely | 
that all the reasons for this deci- | 
sion would have been found to 
be correct. | 
Soviet Attitude Changed. | 
At some moment, however, | 
robably after the Korean fight- | 
ing had disclosed the true extent | 
of American disarmament, the. 
masters of the Kremlin concluded | 
they were willing to risk a gen-| 
eral war after all. Furthermore, | 
they greatly contracted the whole | 
timetable of their immense im-| 
perialistic program. These are the | 
obvious meanings of the peculiar- | 
ly timed Chinese intervention, 
which has created a world situa- | 
tion rather like the situation | 
after the Nazi conquest of Poland, 
but before the phony war ended | 
in the grand assault on France. | 
Because of this new develop-. 
ment, the former assumptions of | 
our policy have now been utterly 
exploded. The intervention in Ko- | 
rea has now utterly failed of its. 
preventive purpose. Even if, by | 
great efforts, we could reconquer | 
the lost part of Korea, this distant | 
peninsula is still not the place 
where we ought to invest our. 
main strength, now that general 
war is an imminent danger and 
even a strong, early probability. | 
Thus the change in view of the 
ee is seen to be logi- 
cai. 
May Not Be “Pushed Out.” 


What is still less obvious, how- | 
ever, is why our troops have not | 
been recalled already, since this | 
change of view has thus occurred. 
Unnecessary loss of life will be the | 
least penalty if we are “‘pushed 
out.” And what if we are not 


“pushed out’? What if most of | 


our available divisions remain | 
pinned down in a strategically | 
non-vital area, in this time of 
acute world-danger? 

The solution of this riddle can 
be given in three words—lack of 
guts. There was only one way to 
recall our troops voluntarily from | 
Korea, without disastrous loss of | 
American prestige and resulting 
panic among our allies. We should | 
have had to admit the wrongness 
of our former assumptions. We 
should have had to state, flatly | 
and plainly, that we were treating 
the new world situation as war- 
like in the fullest sense. We 
should have had to make it very 
clear that the withdrawal from 
Korea was no surrender in any 
sense, but a simple military re- 
disposition of forces solely aimed 
to gain victory in the end. 

This method of withdrawing 
from Korea would have had no. 
hint of former President Hoover's 
scuttle-and-run or Joseph P. Ken- | 
nedy’s crawling-on-the-belly. It. 
would have invigorated rather | 
than demoralized the effort of | 
this country and the Western 
Allies, by proving American firm- 
ness. |

But they won't give a 
no-strike pledge without a quid 
pro quo—a pledge to keep wages 
on a par with prices. 

Price-Wage Problem. 

William Green, of the Amer- 
fean Federation of Labor, and 
Philip Murray, of the Congress 
#f Industrial Organizations, have 
notified President Truman that 
they don’t want a drop in the 
‘workers’ standard of living. 

The farm bloc in Congress is 
just as anxious as ever to pro-| 
tect the purchasing power of 
agricultural areas. If the prices 
farmers pay go up, then they 
want farm prices, which means 
“food prices, to go up too. Wash- 
ington must find a way to break 
‘the link between wages and 
prices, of which more later. 

Something must give in an 
‘economy already operating at top 
#speed—utilizing fully its man- 
power, machinery and materials. 
-We can’t have guns and butter 
too. We've got to cut down out- 
put of automobiles, refrigerators, 
washing machines, etc., to con- 
serve steel, aluminum and man- 
hours for tanks, airplanes, am- 
-munition and artillery. Inevit- 
ably, production controls will 
multiply. 
; The Defense of Dollars. 

Next to rearmament, the Gov- 
ernment’s big job in 1951 will be 
to defend the dollar. In 1939, 
the dollar bought 100 cents of 
food, clothing, shelter and miscel- 
langous conveniences and sup- 
plies. Today’s dollar buys about 
55 cents worth of similar items. 
Tf the same rate of deterioration 
were to continue for another 10 
years, the dollar would be worth 
only 33 cents; for another 10 
vears, less than 20 cents. After 


only will the armed forces draw 
off manpower, but so will factor- 
ies in urban areas. 

To encourage farmers to in- 
crease food production and yet to 
keep down the cost of living so 
as to avert wage boosts, Congress 
may vote food subsidies. This 
policy has been followed in Eng- 
land ever since the war. Theory: 
It’s cheaper for the Government 
to subsidize the cost of living 
than to permit cost-of-living wage 
increases to raise prices of planes, 
tanks, etc. 

CONSTRUCTION: Residential 
building will be off from the

'1,300,000 new homes § started. 
| Credit regulations and materials 
| Shortages will cut housing starts 
to about 800,000. New plant ex- 
pansion, however, will take up 
slack. Business men are anxious 
to beat limitation orders and 
higher prices. Any plant erected 
now is regarded as a hedge 
against inflation, since costs will 
be higher later. 


Demand for Capital Goods. 

CAPITAL GOODS: Demand 
will be high, as plants retool for 
war production, The machine tool 
industry is the tipoff. New orders 
are more ‘than triple a year ago 
and have been running 12 times 
shipments. Foreign orders, as we 
supply factories in Great Britain 
and France, are likely to pick up 
along with domestic business. 
Freight car and locomotive de- 
mand is also up sharply. 

CIVILIAN HARD GOODS: The 
trend is down, especially in auto- 
mobiles. If America is the Ar- 
senal of Democracy, Detroit is 
the Arsenal of America. As 
against an 8,000,000-car-and-truck 
year in 1950—highest ever—pro-’ 
duction is likely to slip to 4,500,- 
000. In trucks, the trend will be 
toward heavier vehicles, to meet 
Army requirements for weapon 
carriers and miscellaneous trans- |

Jar cigar.” 

The catch-phrase of 1936 and 
1937 — “profitless prosperity’—is 
apt to be revived. There'll be 
‘business a plenty. The Army, 
Navy and Air Force will want 
woolens for uniforms, for winter 
<underclothing; cottons for under- 
‘wear, sheets, tenting. The metal 
‘working industry will be strain- 
“Ing to make munitions. But the 
excess profits tax, higher regular 
corporation taxes, price ceilings, 
and contract renegotiation will 
put a ceiling on profits. There'll 
be plaints over luncheon tables 
at business men’s clubs: “All 
work, low pay.” 

Profits will be down noticeably 
fn 1951. 

Stockholders will feel the ef- 
fects. Corporation directors, who 
have been so liberal in the last 
half year splitting stocks, boosting 
dividens, and voting extras, will 
become more conservative. Dis- 
bursements in 1951 will probably 
be 5% lower than in 1950—at a 
minimum. 

Some Specific Prospects. 
Other specific prospects are— 
PRODUCTIVITY: The conver- 

sion from civilian to defense pro- 
duction will result in reduced 
Afutput per worker, especially 
since the enlistment of manpower 
in the armed forces will reduce 
the supply of trained personnel 
4n industry. Women will be re- 
enticed into war plants, older and 
retired persons will also be sought 
after. Longer work shifts also 
will result in decreased output 
per worker per hour. 

LABOR: Wages will creep up, 
under the cost-of-living contracts 
now in force in the automobile in- 
dustry and “sanctified” by Presi- 
dential Assistant John R. Steel- 
man in mediating the dispute in 
the railroad industry. But spec- 
‘tacular increases are unlikely now 
that the fifth round of postwar 
wage increases is out of the way— 
in autos, steel, etc. Big IF: John 
L. Lewis. He negotiates a con- 
tract on or before April 1. 

Farm Income Question. 

FARM INCOME: Agricultural 
prices have started up again. 
Though costs of fencing, fertilizer, 
and other items farmers buy also 
‘will be up, the heightened world- 
‘wide demand for commodities of 
all kinds will more than compen- 
‘gate. Net farm income in 1951 
might run 15°% ahead of 1950, or 
around $15, 300,000,00. The ‘all- 

time high was $17,800,000,00 in 
°47. Farmers will have a hard time 
getting help, especially in the 
spring and harvest seasons. Not

SHIPBUILDING: Another 
boom is under way, as vessels are 
required (1) to supply the 55- 
division army contemplated for 
Western Europe and (2) to bring 
raw materials—coffee, iron ore, 
tin, rubber, etc.—from non-Com- 
munist areas to the United States. 
As automobile, refrigerator, tele- 
vision, vacuum cleaner and simi- 
lar’ manufacturers convert to mu- 
nitions, some workers may be laid 
off. But widespread fears of dis- 
employment are exaggerated. 

Higher Taxes in Sight. 
TAXES: Higher— both corpo- 
rate and personal. 
FINANCE: Bank loans will de- 
cline, not so much because of 
Federal Reserve Board restric- 
tions, but because business men 
will reduce inventories—involun- 
tarily. They’ve been buying ahead, 
but as supplies get scarcer, they 
won’t be able to maintain stocks. 
So they’ll pay off loans. 
In the battle between Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Snyder and 
Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
McCabe over interest rates, 
Snyder now has the edge. He has 
to finance the defense effort. He'll 
want to do so as cheaply as pos- 
sible. President Truman probably 
will lean to his view. Reserve's 
hope: That ultimately the govern- 
ment will be able to get on a pay- 
as-we-go basis for financing the 
garrison state. 

RAILROADS, PUBLIC UTILI- 
TIES: High and assured demand. 

BASIC PROBLEM: Manpower. 
The shortage will be more acute 
than during World War II, which 
in itself is inflationary. Employers 
will bid for workers, if not di- 
rectly through wages, then indi- 
rectly through disguised benefits 
—pensions, free lunches, upgrad- 
ing of jobs, efficiency bonuses, etc. 

Common Stock Demand Lags. 

STOCK MARKET: Last year I 
was foolhardy and right. I said 
that stocks would burst through 
the 1946 tops. Now, my hunch is 
that the stock market won’t do so 
well. To be sure, people want a 
hedge against inflation. They 
want to get into real estate or 
commodities; failing that, into 
common stocks which represent 
brick, mortar, inventories and 
earning power of great American 
corporations. But you can’t con- 
vert that brick and mortar into 
cash. And corporate earnings, un- 
der the pressure of taxes, are 
likely to go down. Ditto divi- 
dends. Therefore, my bet is that 
the 1950 enthusiasm over common 
stocks will wane in '51.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
The American economy expanded 
to an all-time record size in 1950 
and enters the new year on the 
wings of war with still greater 


growth in prospect. Actual war in 


Korea and preparations for ao 
threatened third war around the 
world have carried the country 
into a productive stage never be- | 
fore matched in peacetime and, | 
by most yardsticks, beyond the | 


peaks of our effort in World War 
II, 
Earned More, Spent More. 

In 1950 Americans earned more 
money and spent more money 
than ever before and, despite ris- 
ing prices, brought more material 
comforts into their homes than 
they ever did in the past. For 
1951 the outlook, even if we avoid 
the third world war, is for a 
lowered standard of living, per- 
haps to about the levels of 1949 
but still better than at any other 
time in our history except for the 
two years 1948 and 1950. 

Production of civilian goods 
will have to be cut back so that 
our industrial capacity can turn 
out the machinery of war: never- 
theless present plans will leave 
room for making plenty of goods 
for consumers, especially because 
of a program for extensive expan- 
sion of plant capacity. Our agri- 
cultural economy similarly seems 
to be in shape to provide plenty 
of food. The third largest crops 
in history were reaped in 1950, 
and it appears that farm produc- 
tion in the year ahead can meet 
the Government’s program for an 
all-time record. 

Geared te National Emergency. 

We turn the year under a 
presidentially-proclaimed national 
emergency, geared toward a full 
mobilization and subject to great- 
er Federal Government controls 
than have ever before been ap- 
plied except during a major war. 
The stresses of changing the econ- 
omy over to greater military pro- 
duction are likely to be great, 
with some hardships to be in- 
flicted on individuals and various 
industries. As factories close down 
In converting from civilian to 
military production there will be 
some unemployment and some 


loss of profits. These will be tem- 
| porary, however, and at staggered 
intervals so that there should be 

only a minor dip, early in the 
year, in over-all activity. 

As the year progresses a man- 
power pinch probably will grow, 
resulting in longer working hours 
and in bringing more women into 
business and industry. 

Cost of Living Rise. 

The expense of our war mobil- 
ization program has been hitting 
us only slowly, and is to be 
stepped up sharply in the months 
ahead. Somewhere between 30 and 
50 billion dollars probably will be 
spent for defense in the current 
fiscal year ending June 30, count- 
ing foreign military aid and 
atomic energy expenditures — a 
range of from about 12 to 20 
per cent of the national income 
as it is running now. Before 1939 
this ratio historically ran around 
two per cent. 

All of us will have to pay more 
taxes to help pay for this, taxes

The cost of living as measured 
by the government’s index crept 
up steadily in 1950, in October 
shading the previous all-time high 
of 174.5 which it had touched in 
August and September of 1948. 
It was at 175.6 on Nov. 15, the 
latest date for which the index 
has been compiled. This means 
that the cost of living for a 
moderate-income family in a large 
city was estimated to be 75.6 per 
cent higher than it was in the 
so-called “‘normal” period of 1935- 


39. 
Industrial Production. 

The country’s industrial pro- 
duction as measured by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s index con- 
tinued in 1950 the steady rise 
begun in mid-1949, ending the 
year somewhere around the index 
figure of 215, or 115 per cent 
above the 1935-39 period. The 
average for the year 1941, per- 
haps roughly comparable to 1950 
as a year of war preparation, was

GO-AHEAD 
FOOD OUTPUT

WASHINGTON, Dec. 39 (AP)— 
The critical international situa- 
tion has given American agricul- 
ture the signal to open the throt- 
tle on production in 1951. 

This is in sharp contrast to a 
year ago. At that time, the gov- 
ernment had signaled for a pro- 
duction slowdown. Officials were 
concerned then about mounting 
surpluses of farm products and 
declining farm prices and income. 

But the Korean’ war and the 
threat of a world-wide conflict 
have inflated the demand and 
need for more food and fiber 
products. Government produc- 
tion goals for the new year envi- 
sion a possible record volume of 
farm products. 

The need for a greater volume 
of agricultural products grows 
out of the facts that (1) civilian 
buying power is increasing sharp- 
ly under government spending for 
national defense and (2) the gov- 
ernment itself will need more 
food for the nation’s growing mil- 
itary forces. 

More Cotton and Meat. 

Particular emphasis will be 
placed on production of cotton, 
meat animals arfd livestock feeds. 
Supplies of cotton are dangerous- 
ly low, due to a disappointing low 
crop last year. 

With supplies of new homes, 
automobiles, appliances and oth- 
er industrial goods likely to be- 
come relatively scarce, consumers 


are expected to spend more and 
more of the growing income on 


food, particularly meats and 
dairy products. 

The situation has the promise 
of a high level of farm prosperi- 
tyty. But just how high is a ques- 
tion which weather, government 
economic measures and the farm 
labor supply will determine. 

Weather, of course, will be a 
major factor in determining the 
sizes of the crops. Government 
price controls are generally ex- 
pected by March. Such controls 
would set the.pattern of farm 
prices. Despite a 12 per cent in- 
crease since the start of the war 
in Korea, the prices of most farm 
products were below minimum 
ceilings authorized by law. No 
ceilings have been invoked as yet. 

In a long range forecast, the 
Agriculture Department’ says 
farmers’ cash receipts from mar- 
ketings will probably equal or ex- 
ceed the record set in 1948 But 
net income after production ex- 
penses is not expected to reach 
the 1948 level. The department 
says production. costs will in- 
crease more than income. 

Farmers Will Produce. 

Major interest will center on 
cotton and corn in 1951. The 
government had called for at 
least 60 per cent more cotton—a 
mighty big job in the face of 
threats of smaller supplies of 
farm labor and production mate- 
rials. A big corn crop will be 
sought because this grain is the 
major raw material for produc- 
tion of meat, milk and poultry 
products.

TV stocks were cut back sharp- 
ly later but closed nearer their 
highs for 1950 than their lows. 

A prolonged coal strike had 
little if any effect on trading 
strategy. 

Then the War Started. 

In mid-year the Korean war 
sparked panicky selling through 
the exchange and prices tumbled. 
On average the market took one 
of the worst maulings in two dec- 
ades. 

Wall Street did not recover 
from the shock of the Korean war 
until mid-July. By that time all 
the gains laboriously acquired 
since the start of the year had 
been wiped out. On July 13 the 
1950 low was established. 

From then until the national 
elections in early November the 
market’s main direction was up- 
ward. Nothing sensational but a 
slow, sometimes labored, increase 
in prices. By mid-September all 
the heavy post-Korean losses had 
been recovered and prices still 
kept on shoving ahead.

ORMER President Herbert 
oover is never at his best in 

“discussing military problems. 


His latest statement on how to 


deal with the threat of Soviet ag- | 


gression is no exception to this 
rule. 

* His basic error is simply that 

he does not understand the na- 
ture of sea power and air 

rey which he proposes to use 
efensively. But in fact the life- 
nee of sea power and of 
air power is mobility, that is 
to say, the power to strike: of- 

‘fensive power. 

‘The ultimate purpose of sea 
power is the command of the sea 
-~<of freedom to use the sea as the 
great highway it is, whether for 
military or commercial purposes, 
and to deny the use of the sea 
to an enemy. This is Mahan’s 
teaching, and it is as true today 
as it was 50 years ago when 
Mahan’s works were first being 
studied throughout the world. 

But something new has been 
added: weapons by which sea 
power can strike deep inland and 
exercise direct influence on land 
operations. In addition to being 
a highway, the surface of the sea 
has become a platform from 
which aircraft and guided missiles 
can be launched’ against land 
targets. The sea covers some 70 
per cent of the earth’s surface. 
It is almost wholly controlled by 
the United States and her Allies. 


Enormous Advantages. 


The offensive advantages of 
this sea control, as against a land- 
bound power such as the Soviet 
Union are enormous. The de- 
fensive advantages, as long as the 


Soviet Union possesses no serious | 


means of operating at sea ‘which 
is presently the case) are incon 
siderable. But Hoover would 
abandon the offensive advantages 
~—those of mobility, surprise, of 
compelling the enemy to be 
strong everywhere and thus dis- 
sipate his strength while enabling 
us to concentrate at a point of 
our own choosing. 

Hoover would simply use the 
command of the sea to protect 
the shores of this continent 
against an invasion which the 
Soviet Union does not now pos- 
sess the power to mount, and 
which it could accuire the power 
to mount only if it came into un- 
disturbed possession of the in- 
dustrial resources, seaports and 
airfields of Western Europe and 
the coast of West Africa—both 
of which Hoover would abandon 
to the enemy without firing a 
shot. 

As to Air Power. 

As to air power, here again 
Hoover does not seem to under- 
stand the nature of air power or 
of air forces. Any air officer 
could tell him that an air force, 
like a navy or an army, is first 
of all an organization composed 
of human beings. No air force 
can be better than the men of 
whom -it is composed. 

“An enemy air force,” writes 
Sir John Slessor (now chief of 
staff of the Royal Air Force) ‘‘can 
only be destroyed or neutralized 
effectively by the adoption of an 
active and persistent offensive in 
the air—whether the underlying 
strategical policy is offensive or 
defensive.” This is true first of 
all, he continues, “because of the 
immense importance of the moral 
factor in air fighting, and the im- 
mediately unfavorable reaction on 
the fighting value of an air force 
resulting from a defensive atti- 
tude.” 

Hence to destroy the Sovict air 
force we must assume the offens- 
ive, and try to force a defensive 
attitude on the enemy. The sword 
of offensive morale cuts both 
ways. 

Hoover would assume a de- 
fensive attitude ourselves at the 

. outbreak of the war—in the 
British Isles, in Japan, and in 
this continent. He would begin 
the war by destroying the fight- 
ing spirit of his own air force, 
perhaps trusting to the errors 
of the enemy such as the error 

of Goering in turning from di- 

rect attacks on British air bases 

to the bombing of cities just as 
the Germans had virtually won 
the battle of Britain. 

But perhaps the gravest of 
Hoover’s errors lies in the im- 
plications of his policy as to 
our future use of strategic avia- 

| tion. If we are to gain time for 
the rearmament of Western 

Europe, it will only be because 
the Kremlin considers the risk 
of preventing that rearmament 

by force to be greater than the 

risk to Russian industrial cen- 
ters from the offensive employ- 
ment.of our strategic air power 
~—the sole deterrent force now 
available to us, as Winston 

Churchill has observed. 

Yet that risk is fatally reduced 
if it rests only on the three 
groups of very long-range bomb- 
ers now at our disposal. The bulk 
of our Strategic Air Command 


still consists of B-50 and B-29 | 


medium - range bombers, which 
ean reach Russian vital centers 
only from overseas bases—bases 
in the British Isles, North Africa, 
and the Middle East. But Hoover, 
by abandoning the whole of West- 
ern Europe, 
Russians the capability of placing 
the British Isles under short- 
range bombardment by their vast- 
ly superior numbers of short- 
range airplanes, and by the use 
of guided missiles. 

Would Lose Mediterranean. 

As to North African and Middle 
East bases, the Hoover policy 
would involve loss of the free use 
of the Mediterranean Sea, the 
only line of supply by which we 
could maintain the bases and sup- 
port our one reliable military 
ally who guards the avenues of 
approach from Russia to the Mid- 
die East and the Suez Canal— 
Tui key. 

Moreover, though the Soviet 
oil supply would be the most 
vulnerable target for air attacks 
from this region, Hoover would 
leave open to the Soviet armies 
the possibility of supplementing 
that oil supply by rapid advance 
to the Persian gulf, while we 
would be prevented from using

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Columnists Agree Hoover Speech 
Clarified Foreign Policy Issues 


Several Critics Concede Value of Getting His 
Views Into Open for Debate 
on Principles.

| WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—The

‘policy speech of former President 
‘Herbert Hoover appears to be 
that Hoover has put forth a con- 
crete theory of foreign relations 
which will be useful in forth- 
coming debates. 

This: feeling was expressed by 
columnists critical of Hoover's 
views as well as by those who 
tend to support them.

| Hoover’s broadcast address, giv- 
len Dec. 20, received considerable 
publicity. His thesis was _ that 
‘America should make the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans its frontiers 
‘rather than continental Europe or 
Asia and should heavily arm air 


;}and naval forces to defend them. | 
|'This would prevent a possible in- | 


vasion of the Western Hemi- 
sphere by Communist armies, he 
said. 


Here are some comments: 

David Lawrence, columnist and 
publisher of the United States 
‘News and World Report, dis- 
‘cussed the Hoover speech in con- 
junction with a bristling pre- 
paredness address by Gov. Thom- 
‘as E. Dewey of New York, as did 
several others. 
| Lawrence said the two men 
were offering alternative policies 
and that what they advocate “has 
a positiveness and forthrightness 
which is missing in governmental 
pronouncements.” He _ said the 
speeches of the two men reflected 
“a certain dissatisfaction with the 
Administration's forcign policy 
that cannot be cleared up by 
merely calling for unity and less 
partisanship.” 

He concluded: 

“The detailed programs they 
offer may bring dissent for vari- 
ous reasons, but in the main the 
speeches have notified the world, 
and particularly Europe, that 
America expects other nations to 
do thtir duty not only in a mili- 
tary way but in espousing the 
basic principles of -norality which 
have been written into the United 
Nations Charter it.uelf:.” 

Marquis Childs said: “To seek 
peace is not appeasement, but it is 
appeasement to surrender what 
one is pledged both by principle 
‘and promise to defend. And that, 
it seems to me, is what Hoover 
has done ... The line taken by 
| Hoover and others who speak like 
him provides one side of the vise 
in which the hope for Western 
Europé is being squeezed out of 
existence. The other side of that 
vise is, of Course, supplied by 
Communist Russia.” 

Walter Lippmann examined the 
Dev.’ y and Hoover theories in one 
| artic e and said, in part: 
| “Dewey and Hoover belong, of 
course, to the serious opposition 
with which a national policy that 
the people will support will have 
to be hammered out on the anvil 
of debate. Their speeches show 
all the marks -f a quick and pre- 
dominantly emotional reaction to 
the Korean defeat. Their speeches 
are useful chiefly because they 
are sincere and earnest opening 
attempts to re-examine our policy. 

“It would not be difficult to 
demonstrate that each policy is 
in its separate way quite unwork- 
able. Thus the armed coalition 
that Dewey's theory calls for 
could not be raised, trained and 
equipped—even if we assume 
theoretically that everybody in 
the non-Communist world worked 
\for it selflessly — for several 
years. 

“Hoover, on the other hand, is 
'so disgusted with land warfare 
that he wishes to tell Stalin to 
help himself to the mainland of 
Europe, Asia and Africa. Hoover 
is prepared to fight only to de- 
fend the islands of the Atlantic 
and the Pacific Oceans. This with- 
drawal of our guarantees is a 
surrender greater than any Stalin 
and Mao have ever called for.” 

Thomas L. Stokes, who takes a 
generally progressive viewpoint, 
said: 

“Herbert Hoover, perhaps un- 
wittingly, has offered a symbol 
for those among us who, in this 
hour of national trial, would yield 
to timidity, pull our oceans up 
around us, and abandon the lead- 
ership of the free nations of the 
world. 

“This may turn out to be a 
service. For it draws the issue 
and opens a debate which, sooner 
or later, we were obviously bound 
to have. 

“Of course, Hoover is right that 
our European allies must help 
themselves, that we can’t expect 
to defend Europe alone, that we 
can't send over enough men and 
|material to do the whole job— 
which is what they have been told 
very plainly. Nor can we, as Hoov- 
er said, ‘create their spiritual 
forces; we cannot buy them with 
money.’ 

“But we can encourage their 
spiritual forces, and the way to 
do this is through our continued 
interest and our support in every 
way that we can afford. 

“Hoover insisted his was not 
the way of ‘appeasement.’ But 
there is such a thing as appease- 
ment of our own fears and sgelf- 
ishness which is, we know, not 
our better selves. 

“Courage, it would seem, is the 
word we are seeking.”

Jim Carey Heads New Labor Union 
Founded in F ight on Communists 


Seeks to Win Rank-and- File 
From Older Union Expelled 
by CIO — Began His Career 
as John L. Lewis Protege.

AMES B. CAREY, president of the 

CIO International Union of Electrical, 

Radio and Machine Workers, recently 
‘achieved the leadership of a militant 
union founded on the proposition that 
there is no room for Communism in the 
Amegican labor movement. 

In so doing, Carey, who is also secretary- 
treasurer of the CIO, demonstrated after a 
year’s fight that the rank and file of work- 
ers in the electrical industry were able to 
break a dominant grip on the industry held 
by an intrenched union under Communist 
administrative control. 

His leadership of the IEUW, affirmed by 
his election at its first constitutional con- 
vention at Milwaukee Dec. 8, resulted in a 
successful all-out offensive against the 
independent United Electrical Radio and 
Machine Workers of America. That union 
was a CIO union founded by Carey in 1936 
but expelled from the CIO in 1949 after the 
Communists had progressively gained ad- 
ministrative control and directed its policies 
along party lines. 

Upon its expulsion the CIO was left with- 
out a union in an industry vital to national 
security. Carey, regarded as the “boy won- 
der” of the American labor movement when 
he established the old union as one of those 
forming the basis of the CIO, started out 
again almost from scratch. He organized 
the CIO IEUW with a nucleus of union 
workers who abandoned the ousted organi- 
zation. Others rallied to the democratic 
challenge of the new union, which is waging 
a continuing campaign to drive the remnants 


of the rival organization from the electrical | 


field. 

Carey, now 39 years old, faced big odds. 
But he has had the benefit of past disil- 
lusioning experiences with Communists, 
who ousted him as president of the old 
UE in 1941. He has learned at first hand 
the devious tactics of his opponents. He 
regards the development of the new union 
as indicative of the practical workings 
of democracy. 

During the first year of battle, when Carey 
served as head of an administrative com- 
mittee which ran the new union while its fate 
was in the balance, it was forced to obtain 
subsidies of more than $805,000 from the 
CIO and to berrow other funds. Now it is 
solvent, with an assured revenue from dues 
and a claimed membership of more than 
251,000. The Communist dominated rival 
union, which had a huge treasury and still 
retains some industrial contracts, has been 
on the defensive for months. 

But the major factor in the rise of the new 
union wasn’t the CIO’s cash and blessings 
but Carey himself. Even some of his union 
followers who do not warm up to him as a 
personality concede ungrudgingly that his 
zeal, enthusiasm, integrity and hard-headed 


practicality made him the dynamo that caused 


the union to hum. 

For Carey has learned the hard way. He 
began his career as a protege of John L. 
Lewis, when the mine workers head attracted 
bright young men as he proceeded to revo- 
lutionize the American labor movement in 
creating the mass industrial unions in basic | 
industries which came to be components of | 
the CIO. 

In the early days when the original UE 
was struggling for existence, Carey fought - 
side by side with William Sentner of St. 
Louis, avowed Communist, and enjoyed 
warm personal relationships with him. 
Neither Lewis nor Sentner are his friends 
today. 

The basic cause of his break with Lewis, 
Carey said, was because Carey began to see 

fis as “a labor advocate rather than a 
abor leader.” 


Says John L. Lewis Told Him 
Lewis Could Do What Hitler Did. 


Furthermore, Carey added, Lewis did not 
support the broad social program of the CIO 
and held a “totalitarian concept.” 

Carey disclosed that Lewis once con- 
fidentially observéd to him that Lewis 
could do in this country what Hitler did in 
Germany, but without bloodshed. 


Returning to his experience with Com-| 
munists, Carey said that he went along with | 
Sentner and others under the mistaken idea | 
that regardless of their political beliefs they 


would put trade unionism first. 

“Sentner. for example,” Carey recalled, 
“wasn’t acting like a Communist in 1936 
and 1937. By 1939, there were others I 
suspected of being Communists. But I 
thought that if a decision had to be made 
the Commies would stand by the union. 

“I was wrong.” 

Carey cited numerous instances, represent- 
ing a now familiar refrain, of how left-wing- 
ers within the union followed the Commu- 
nist party line, flip-flopping overnight to 
make union policies conform with those of 
“« Comintern. 

Disillusioned, Carey was confronted with 
a tough problem. As president he was flanked 
by Julius Emspak, secretary-treasurer, and 
James J. Matles, director of organization, 
who still occupy those posts in the now 
independent union which was expelled by 
the CIO. 

Carey said that his biggest task was to 
try to persuade the membership that they 
were being deluded. It was made the more 
difficult, he added, not only because of 
established shop organizations but because 
the Communists often concealed their real 
motives by advancing policies. “In the name 
of the UE but under the shelter of John 
L. Lewis as an isolationist,” in line with 
tactics of backing policies which they 
temporarily faver even when advanced. by 
those personally far from Communistic. 


During World War II, when Russia was 
fighting on our side, Carey said that na- 
tional security and increased production ob- 
jectives transcended the anti-Communist 
campaign within the union. During that 
wartime period, he said, “the Commies 
weren’t acting like Commies.” 

The long, difficult fight, Carey recalled, 
was made the harder because of sweeping 
and irresponsible attacks on “Communism.” 
Such red-baiting, in which both President 
Roosevelt and Carey were branded as 
Communistic, actually aided the Com- 
munists, he said.

United Nations Food Agency 
Unable to Agree on Methods 
To Combat Undernourishment 


Issue Is Between Distributing Food Surpluses or Know-How 
of Agricultural Techinques — FAO Director Dodd, 
American Farmer, Loses Fight to Build Up Stockpiles 
for Emergency Use—Sees Acute World Food Shortage.

FAO’s target is helping nations throughout 
a world in which two thirds of the population 
is undernourished to feed their people better. 


Its basic problem—disregarding the war 
threat for a moment—is how to go about it; 
by finding some mechanism for distributing 
food surpluses of the “have” nations among 
the “have not” nations, or provision of tech- 
nical assistance to teach the backward na- 
tions how to grow more food. In a sentence: 
should the producers of surplus food export 
the food or agricultural “know how’? 


If a general war, or general war mobiliza- 
tion develops, such questions might become 
academic. Then FAO would have to chart 
a new course. One possibility is that its 
member nations might decide that FAO was 
a fine idea in a world striving for peace, but 
its operations should be suspended during a 
period of general war or general mobilization 
on the theory that these nations should sum- 
mon all of their resources for meeting mili- 
tary needs. 

Alternatively, the member nations might 
decide to use FAO after the fashion of the 
combined food board of World War II to ad- 
vise the free nations of the west on how best 
to distribute their food resources for the most 
effective strategic use. 

The more than 65 member nations of FAO 
disagree among themselves on how the prob- 
lem is to be handled, and within the indi- 
vidual nations there are disagreements in 
their own delegations. 


Decision in Recent Conference 
Settles Problem for Time Being.

HE United Nations Food and Agricultural Organization—briefly the FAO— 
has its hands full of problems and doesn’t quite know what to do about them.

- ington to Rome, beginning Feb. 17 and at a time when international tensions are 


building up at least a threat of World War LII. 


drive to expand production and improve dis- 
tribution particularly through the less devel- 
oped areas.” 

The heart of this program was the alloca- 
tion authority which Dodd proposed be exer- 
cised by FAO, and its emphasis on building 
up surpluses for emergency use. This is what 
the FAO conference rejected. 

Urging adoption of his program, Dodd told 
the council that unless the forthright military 
action the United Nations had taken in Korea 
was backed up by equally far-seeing action to 
remedy economic and social ills that oppress 
vast populations and drive them along the 
desperate roads of national and international 
revolt, he could see no real hope for peace in 
the years to come. 

There are two schools of thought within 
the FAO as to how it should function. Dodd 
belongs, as a result of the conference deci- 
sions, in the minority group. 

Broadly speaking, and with notable excep- 
tions—Dodd for one—these two schools rep- 
resent the developed and the underdeveloped 
nations. 

With the same reservations just mentioned, 
the developed nations take the view that FAO 
ought to operate in the field of statistics and 
research, with each nation making its own 


decisions on how to meet its food problem. 


This group also favors technical assist- 
ance to the underdeveloped nations, with 
FAO experts in agriculture teaching mod- 
ern methods of seeding, cultivation and 
harvesting to cadres of nationals in those 
countries to serve somewhat as county farm 
agents do in the United States. 

It would leave to these countries—gen- 


It was-settled for the time being at least at 
a recent FAO conference in Washington. The 
decisions taken then méan in practical effect 
that FAO will export “know how” rather than 
food. 

Nowhere is the division of thinking better 
illustrated than in rejection of the recom- 
mendations of FAO’s Director General, Nor- 
ris E. Dodd, himself an Oregon farmer. The 
American delegation joined in opposing 
Dodd’s program. 

Dodd told the 18-member FAO Council, 
its policy agency in the intervals between 
the year-to-year FAO Conferences, that 
since Korea the world food shortage has 
become. more acute than at any time since 
the early days of the last World War. 

He recommended building up surpluses and 
standby authority for FAO to allocate to the 
needy nations the excess food stocks of those 
nations which have them. 

“IT believe,” said Dodd, “the present world 
situation demands the setting up of a system 
of emergency reserves of scarce agricultural 
commodities; expert study of important agri-

A stumbling block to this is that food sur~ 
pluses are usually in the dollar areas; food 
shortages in the non-dollar areas, where cur- 
rencies cannot be converted into dollars. 
This creates a further problem—it would 
tend to expand the areas of the world where 
currencies are “frozen” and cannot be cone 
verted into’ dollars. 

But the prime reason the allocation au- 
thority was refused to FAO is that it, if 
granted, would have transferred to an inter- 
national body a great measure of control 
over the internal economies of other na- 
tions, and the world seemingly is not yet 
ready to accept that degree of internation- 
alism. 

Actually, it is hard for nations which have 
surpluses to export them even at giveaway 
prices. In this country the Commodity 
Credit Corporation tried it with our stores of 
canned Mexican beef accumulated in the 
campaign against the spread of hoof and 
m@guth disease there, with dried eggs, with 
cheese. There were some negotiations but 
no export buyers. 

And under the Farm Price Support Law, 
surplus foods accumulated by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation cannot be sold in this 
country at prices which would tend to lower 
the market price below the support price. 
Actually, the program FAO has undertaken 
is substantially that of President Truman’s 
Point 4 in his Inaugural address which dealt 
with the development of backward nations. 
Of $35,000,000 of the Point 4 funds appro- 
priated in the last Congress, the largest 
share, $12,000,000, has been allocated to the 
FAO on the basis that the United States 
would pay 60 per cent of the bill for technical 
assistance to agriculture if other nations 
would pay the other 40 per cent.

In Fairness to Lucas 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The press has contained editorials 
criticizing the action of Senator Lucas 
of Illinois with respect to the request 
of Senator Kefauver of Tennessee to 
have the Sergeant-at-arms of the Sen- 
ate arrest certain witnesses, who could 
not be located and who had, therefore, 
not been served with summons. 

After reading the Congressional Rec- 
ord, I feel that this criticism is with- 
out justification and was undoubtedly 
made without full information as to 
Senator Lucas’ position. 

The Senator merely objected to im- 
mediate action by the Senate without 
careful consideration, having been in- 
formed by the Parliamentarian of the 
Senate that the action sought was 
without precedent. The Senator stated 
that since the matter was of great im- 
portance, it should be referred to the 
Judiciary Committee with instructions 
to report back in a few days. (This was 
the action finally taken by the Senate). 

In taking this position, Senator Lu- 
cas made it clear that he was “not in 
any way attempting to obstruct the de- 
termination” of the Kefauver Commit- 
tee to locate the witnesses. Senator 
Saltonstall of Massachusetts said that 
if Senator Kefauver’s request were 
granted “it would be taking a long step 
toward losing our civil rights, and away 
from protecting private individuals 
against seizure and against personal ar- 
rest.” 

Under the circumstances, I believe it 
{s only fair to rectify any injustice that 
may have been done Senator Lucas. 
From what I have read, it seems that 
Senator Lucas should be commended 
for his courage in doing what, at first 
blush, may appear to be championing 
an unpopular cause, instead of being 
criticised by writers who may not have 
fully considered the important issue at 
stake.

The historians of 1950 know how old Thucydides 
felt, watching the gathering thunderheads of the Pelo- 
ponnesian war and preparing to recor@ the disasters he 
foresaw for Greece. The year began with an ominous 
display of lightning on the horizon. Then, midway in 
its career, came the Korean thunderclap. The storm is 
still raging; and the question is whether it is but the 
preliminary to a cataclysmic cloudburst yet to break. 

And beyond that question is a deeper one. 

Was Democritus right when he argued that man and 
the world’ are but a random collection of atoms, the 
chance creations of extraneous forces, doomed to col- 
lision after cpllision, able to give only the most super- 
ficial shape to the ‘events through which they drift? 

Or is Lewis Mumford right? In a book whose writ- 
ing called for high courage in 1950 he argues: 


Against the long-prevalent view that man is but 
an insignificant speck in a sterile, ‘depersonalized 
universe, the present philosophy holds that... man 
is the agent through which natural events become 
intelligible and natural forces valuable, since events 
and forces may be increasingly directed, in accord- 
ance with man’s own plan of life.... 


This is a heartening doctrine at the end of a year in 
which the world again began to mobilize the forces which 
might lead to its destruction. No matter how much 
abandon may permeate the New Year’s Eve revelry, this 
thought is present, too. It is an assertion of man’s dig- 
nity and of his purpose to add, from year to year and 
from generation to generation, to that accumulation of 
wisdom which is the capital fund of the race and which 
offers the possibility, but not the guarantee, of ‘each 
human life being richer than any life previously lived. 

How, then, did 1950 measure up to this possibility? 


Pusan to Inchon to Hungnam 

A year ago, President Truman still could. say that 
the prospects for world peace were good. He was sup- 
porting Secretary of State Acheson’s hands-off-Formosa 
policy, and it seemed that our diplomacy in the Far East 
called for more patience than anything else. The chief 
concerns were how to work out a Japanese peace treaty 
with the Russians dragging their feet, and how to estab- 
lish a working relationship with the Communist regime 
in China. The treaty was not urgent; and it seemed that 


. Great Britain’s recognition of Peiping might be a prelude 


to Red Chinese representation in the United Nations. 
Obviously, there would be no approval of the Chinese 
Communists in Washington, but a modus vivendi did not 
seem impossible. 

Then came June 25 and the invasion of Southern 
Korea by the Communist forces of the North. Mr. Tru- 
man branded the invasion as naked aggression, and 
American military resources were quickly placed at the 
disposal of the United Nations. The command went to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. The cold war had turned hot. 

American troops went into action on July 5. Fight- 
ing south of Suwon, they were overwhelmed by 40 North 
Korean tanks, made in Russja. A week later they fell 
back behind the Kum river, and the ordeal of the Pusan 
beach-head was starting. MacArthur’s job was to hang 
on until his United Nations army could be built up into 
an effective striking force. 

On Sept. 15, the trend of the fighting was dra- 
matically reversed. MacArthur struck at Inchon. In 
less than two weeks he was able to announce the libera- 
tion of Seoul. By late October, the North Koreans were 
back against the Yalu river, the boundary between Korea 
and Chinese Manchuria. Seemingly, the war had become 
only a mop-up operation. 

Then the Chinese struck. The Hungnam evacuation, 
fortunately, has been successfully completed. Elsewhere, 
the United Nations forces are giving ground more slowly. 
But in MacArthur’s words, it is a new war, a conflict 
which must be resolved “within the councils of the 
United Nations and the chancelleries of the world.” 

At latest report, our casualties numbered 38,325. Of 
these, 5742 were killed and 5571 were missing in action. 
The wounded numbered 27,012.. It was no longer a 
“little” war. 


A Way Around the Red Veto 


The diplomats tried to keep pace with the soldiers. 
In January, the Russians walked out of the United Na- 
tions because Red China was not granted a seat. With 
the Communists gone, there seemed little for the other 
delegations to do but tell each other how much they 
abhorred the Red imperialism. It seemed that a very 
moribund United Nations might move into the new sky- 
scraper along the East river. 

The Korean attack, however, revitalized the United 
Nations. True, the Russians came back and, all during 
the month of August, Jacob Malik sterilized the Security 
Council. But the free world was equal to the emer- 
gency. A way was found around the Red veto. The 
Assembly assumed a new importance in the United Na- 
tions structure. 

A determination not to be blocked by procedural 
tricks became manifest. The United Nations was to be 
a*forum for talking out world issues and for arriving at 
decisions. Even the Chinese Communist delegates were 
heard, if to no immediate good purpose. Nehru’'s India 
and the other Asiatic nations worked hard as peace- 
makers, if also to no immediate good purpose. 

President Truman conferred with Gen. MacArthur 
on Wake Island on Oct. 15, and in early December Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Attlee was in Washington for talks 
with the President. Secretary of State Acheson went to 
Brussels to speed up the implementation of the Atlanti~ 
Pact, including the limited rearmament of Germany. 
And one big fact became increasingly clear: the West's 
big stake is in the West, in Europe and not in Asia. 

“Since Homer's day,” we once said on this page, 
“Europe has been the sanctuary of the spirit of progress. 
Its people conceived the basic ideas of the literature, 
law and technology out of which has grown the American 
way of life.” This European spirit is not yet dead, and 
it is justification enough for ECA programs, Atlantic 
Pacts and foreign ministers’ agreements. 

The continent, let us admit, has by no means fully 
recovered from the ravages of two wars. But the thinking 
whieh points the way to recovery is apparent in France's 


Schuman Plan, in Benelux, in Strasbourg. Governments 
may be weaker than we would like to see them in Paris, 
Rome and Bonn, but they are keeping a precarious 
balance between the extremes of right and left. 
Britain still shows its ancient valor. True, the 
Labor Government survived the elections by only a 
handful of votes; but it governs with the stability we 
expect of London. Thanks to the determined efforts of 
rulers and people—and with the help of a shift in the 
world’s economy—Britain succeeded in making itself 
independent of the need for further Marshall Plan aid 
well ahead of the program’s 1952 terminal date. Further, 
it is carrying its share of the free world’s burdens. Here, 
then, is a promising site for the bastions of the future. 


Slowly Sluffing off Fat 

The economic “impact of the Korean war grew 
heavier as the year moved along. There was, to begin 
with, the old Amftrican reluctance to accept austerity. 
We wanted a war year to be a boom year, too. But on 
the whole, the people seemed more ready for controls 
than the Government believed them to be. Even at the 
year’s end, Washington has not yet accepted Bernard 
M. Baruch’s good advice by imposipg over-all price and 
wage controls. 

But the President has belatedly proclaimed a na- 
tional emergency. Stockpiles are being built up. War 
orders are going out. Credit controls are being tight- 
ened. Taxts have been increased, though not enough. 
George Marshall has replaced Louis Johnson. 

Senator Taft and Mr. Hoover raise their questions. 
We do not believe they will sway the United States from 
its grand design for the defense of a free world, but they 
may serve the good purpose of reminding all of us that 
the heavier national expendftures become, the greater is 
the need for wise economy. 
adequate, but extravagence is no substitute for prudence. 

The nation is sluffing off its fat. It is getting into 
trim for a fight, a hard fight. It would have been easier 
had not the inflationary pin wheel been given a prelimi- 
nary whirl. 

Politics, of course, gets part of the blame for the 
slow start. It was an election year. At times the cam- 
paigning was every bit as dirty as Mr. Truman said it 
was. The chief offender was Wisconsin’s Republican 
Senator Joseph McCarthy. Grossly abusing his congres- 
sional immunity from prosecution for libel, he made the 
State Department his chief target. He impugned the 
loyalty of honorable men. Most dramatic were the hear- 
ings early in April when Prof. Owen J. Lattimore of 
Johns Hopkins made his bristling defense. Mincing no 
words, he called McCarthy a “base and contemptible 
liar.” 


Trading Mud for Votes 

But as the McCarthy mud promised to pay dividends 
at the polls, more and more of it was picked up. A good 
many Americans were prepared to believe the worst. 
Early in the year, on Jan. 21, they had heard a jury pro- 
nounce Alger Hiss, State Department careerist, guilty 
of perjury. This meant that, in the opinion of the jurors, 
Hiss had been a secret Communist agent. On March 7, 
Judith Coplon was convicted of attempted espionage. 
In the same month, Dr. Klaus Fuchs was convicted by a 
British court. of giving the Russians some of the secrets 
of the atomic bomb. 

Such disclosures were inevitably shocking. Perhaps 
we also should have congratulated ourselves that, in a 
conflict so vast, so few temptations to treason should 
have come to light. The nation could ill afford an orgy 
of hysteria, a rebellion against intelligence, a sacrifice 
of those rights of free thought and free speech. which 
are our richest heritage and which, above all else, justify 
the shedding of blood. It becomes a mockery to resist 
a foreign tyranny if we are only to bow to one of our 
own devising. 

Politically, however, the appeal to prejudice and 
hysteria paid off. The first victims fell early—in the 
Southern primaries. The Senate lost Pepper of Florida 
and Graham of North Carolina. Ip November, Tydings 
of Maryland was defeated. Senator Lucas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, lost in Illinois. Senator Myers, the 
Democratic whip, was defeated in Pennsylvania. In 
California, able, liberal Helen Gahagan Douglas lost to 
Richard Nixon of the Mundt-Nixon combination. In 
short, the Administration’s support was weakened even 
more in quality than in quantity. 

Mathematically, the Democrats retained control 
of both the Senate and the House, but the real masters 
of the next Congress will be the menibers of the 
Republican-Dixiecrat coalition. It is going to be a legis- 
lature so conservative as to border on the reactionary. 
Such liberals as Herbert Lehman of New York and 
Thomas Hennings Jr. of Missouri, who won against the 
trend, have their work cut out for them. 


Renunciation of the Heritage? 

More than by anything else, the fear-ridden temper 
of the last Congress was demonstrated by the adoption, 
over President Truman’s courageous veto, of the McCar- 
ran bill, the so-called Internal Security Act. Under this 
law, cases such as that of Ellen Knauff, the war bride 
who is still being held at Ellis Island without a word as 
to why she is regarded by certain bureaucrats as a threat 
to the security of the United States, might well become 
commonplace. | 

Alan Barth of the Washington Post described the 
enactment of the McCarran Act as “the most portentous 
event of 1950” He said that “it may well be recorded 
by historians of the future as a decisive point in the 
renunciation of the American heritage.” He was blunt, 
but by no means wrong, when he added: 

Under the terms of this act, Congress has em- 
powered a tribunal of five men to license volun- 
tary associations—the motive force of the demo- 
cratic process. The right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, and to petition the Government for a 
redress, of grievances may be exercised henceforth 
only if the assembly ts officially approved and if the 
Government does not regard the grievances as “dis- 


Under the terms of this act, freedom of speech 
and of the press remains unabridged only for those 
whose utterances—and hidden purposes—are divined. 


Appropriations must be . 


by the licensing body to be patriotic. 

And under the terms of this act, the iron cur- 
tain that insulates Communist Russia from the ideas 
of the outside world is reproduced here to insulate 
Americans from the contagion of Communism. Ellis 
Island in the harbor of New York, once used to pro- 
tect the country from contagious diseases, is now 
used to protect it from contagious thoughts. 

In the name of national security, we excluded 
from the land of the free in 1950 writers and paint- 
ers and musicians whose political opinions were— 
or ever had been—outside the pale of American 


orthodoxy. 
Prudence and vigilance certainly are essential to the 


preservation of freedom. But all is not well with a 
nation when its legislators regard thoughtful citizens 
with sinister suspicion. And what else than a symptom 
of blind suspicion are all the loyalty oaths, public and 
private, which are being exacted these days? And who 
ever protected himself by demanding of his enemy an 
oath that he is not an*enemy? 

Is it not time for sober second thoughts when the 
high intellectual standards of an institution like the 
University of California are sacrificed to the panic and 
the vindictiveness of petty peddlers of fear and hate? 
How can a nation raise its defenses by silencing its 
original and far-sighted minds? Are we to find our way 
into a new age by following the counsels of mediocrity 
and abject conformity? With bigger problems than ever 
to solve, do we no longer need the venturesome spirit of 
Jefferson and Holmes? 

Fortunately, the Supreme Court still was unwilling 
to sacrifice constitutional guarantees in the vain hope of 
thus exorcising some of the fears of our times. 

In the case of Mrs. Patricia Blau of Denver, Mr. 
Justice Black ruled for a unanimous court that the right 
to refrain from self-incrimination still stands. In the 
United States, a prosecutor must still prove a case 
against the accused. So there may be fewer contempt 
citations issued just because somebody refused to answer 
a controversial question. 


Missouri With a Proud Record 

Missouri, happily, did not join in the scare stampede. 
The Legislature considered no loyalty law. When an 
oath was suggested in the City Hall, Mayor Darst effec- 
tively squelched the idea. Ten of Missouri's 13 Repre- 
sentatives voted to sustain Mr. Truman’s veto of the 
obnoxious McCarran Act. It is a record to be proud of. 

Progress toward better racial relations was made 
when St. Louis decided to drop its appeal from Federal 
Judge Hulen’s decision opening municipal swimming 
pools to Negroes. But the State Senate clung to the old 
prejudice when it refused to pass a measure opening the 
University of Missouri to Negro students, even though 


‘this bill had been adopted in the lower chamber by an 


almost unanimous vote. 

Strangely, State Senator Emery W. Allison, the man 
who did as much as any to keep this bill bottled up, was 
the hand-picked candidate of President Truman and Gov. 
Forrest Smith to’ succeed Forrest Donnell in the United 
States Senate. The voters, however, showed better 
judgment. 

For the Governor, it was an unhappy year. The 
murder of the Kansas City boss, Charles Binaggio, again 
called attention to the commercialized gamblers’ hopes 
that Smith’s election would give them a green light for 
wide open operations in the state. Hearings by the Ke- 
fauver committee in St. Louis and Kansas City—as well 
as across the country —also were reminders of what 
Missouri escaped. | 

St. Louis missed a very considerable forward stride 
when, succumbing to the whispering campaign of the 
Callanan-Shenker political machine, the voters rejected 
a new City Charter. Significant progress was made, 
however, on Dec. 3 with the announcement of the forma- 
tion of an Urban Redevelopment Corporation and its 
objective of a $50,000,000 rebuilding of the blighted area 
adjacent to downtown St. Louis. 

St. Louis county did adopt a new charter; and there 
was a chance, as the result of the work of the Board 
of Education’s Citizens Advisory Committee, that the St. 
Louis school system might be considerably improved in 
the months ahead. But this was by no means a 
certainty. 


Another Year for Learning 
Scores of other recollections of the waning year 


crowd to mind: the fanatical attempt on the President's 
life, the long Chrysler strike and the quietly negotiated 
five-year contract of General Motors and the Auto Work- 
ers, the seizure of the railroads, and the broadening of 
the Social Security system. There were those two dis- 
astrous wrecks on the Long Island Railroad. There was 
New York short of water, the Mighty Mo stuck in the 
mud, and the Cardinals’ baseball team coming apart at 
the seams while the Yankees won one more World Series. 
Notre Dame looked just like another football team. The 
Billikens beat Kentucky. And there was a flurry of 
calls for George Bernard Shaw's plays as the old Irish- 
man took leave of a world about which he had always 
had his doubts. 

But all 1950's events, major and minor, were over- 
shadowed by our opening question: After all his years 
on the earth has man not learned enough to cultivate it, 
instead of scarring it with the deep wounds of war? 

Tonight, the young man wonders whether the morn- 
ing’s mail will bring a summons from the draft board. 
The older man wonders whether there will be an order 
to convert his factory to the manufacture of machine 
gun parts. The civil servant and the teacher wonder 
whether they may not be summoned before an inquisi- 
torial committee because they had dared to suggest that 
there is room for improvement even in the American 
way of doing things. 

Even if the negotiators succeed in preventing a 
wider clash of arms, will we not find ourselves in a garri- 
son state? Will not our liberties be circumscribed? 
Will not our private lives be bent to an impersonal pub- 
lic will? 

Has the race of man not yet learned to Jive as it 
wants to live—in peace and in plenty? 

Well, there have been years enough for learning, and 
1950 was another.

Acheson has none of that qual- 
ity. The slightly bulging eyes in 
his long, mustached face usually 
seem to be looking down his 
nose. A product of Groton, Yale 
and Harvard, Acheson at 57 is a 
diplomat’s diplomat, a _ profes- 
sional in international politics, 
but an amateur in the Washing- 
ton and Kansas City variety. 

To his foes, and perhaps some- 
times to his friends, he appears 
arrogant, disdainful, high-handed, 
hard-headed and cold. Some per- 
sons, but relatively few, know 
him as a good companion and 
briltiant conversationalist, a user 
of earthy language and a teller 
of breezy tales.

Communist China’s interven- 
tion in Korea posed still larger 
questions. Should the United 
States permit itself to be drawn 
into a general war in the 
Orient? Did Europeans fear 
their defenses were being for- 
gotten? How grave was the 
risk of war with Russia? If 
American forces were thrown 
out of Korea, should they fight 
on against China—and how? 

Behind these questions 
some popular feeling that if the 
United States had to fight, 
might as well fight Russia and 
settle the main issue—Red 
Russia’s drive for world domina- 
tion—once and for all. 

Acheson essayed the difficult 
task of maintaining a middle of 
the road policy: “Hope for the 
best but prepare for the worst.” 

One of the curious things 
about Acheson’s predicament is 
that, outside the controversial 
Far Eastern policy area, he 
probably has done as much as 
any man to develop. strong 
opposition in the free world to 
the exparsion of Communist 
power.

TALIN is square in the center of 1951 e¢rystal balls with the 
result that never have American economists been quite so unani- 
mous and positive about the future. They are sure that United 
States defense expenditures will mount, that prices will rise, that 
‘the Government will run a large deficit, and that America’s capacity 
to produce, big as it is, won't be big enough for both civilian and 


defense needs. 

This, then, is the outlook for 
1951: More guns, less butter, plus 
inflation. That is the consensus 
of 39 top-ranking economists in 
industry, government, labor un- 
ions, investment, banking, re- 
search work and education, who 
participated in my semi-annual 
questionnaire. 

Yet, despite the unanimity and 
'positiveness, never have there. 
| been so many side-comments. One 
‘reservation was omnipresent: 
“Should we get into outright war,

The 
latter will always be available 
in the public records. The plays, 
novels, political speeches and 
voluminous writings of Shaw, 
for instance, are preserved au- 
tomatically and can be exam- 
ined at leisure by scholars who 
feel the urge to put a new in- 
terpretive gloss on some part of 
his work.

HE author of this book 
T tae much pride in bring- 

ing to the attention of the 
reader a new star in the firma- 
ment of great men. It was only 
by chance that this discovery 
was made. Miss Graham tells 
us that she was busy collecting 
notes on the life of Ann Royall, 
virago errant of John Quincy 
Adams’s Memoirs, when quite 
frequently in her research she 
came across the name of Ben- 
jamin Banneker. 

“I. became more and more 
curious about this Maryland 
Negro who was apparently a 
freeman and a landowner of the 
eighteenth century. Then, in 
checking old records about Ann 
Royall’s home which stood on 
what is now the site of the 
Library of Congress, I learned 
that Banneker was instrumental 
in laying out the city’ of Wash- 
ington. He had helped survey it 
and had worked with Major 
L’Enfant on the plans. When 
the Major sailed for France, 
taking the plans with him, this 
amazing Banneker reconstructed 
them from memory for Thomas 
Jefferson, then Secretary of 
State.” 

This whetted the author's ap- 
petite for further research and 
she discovered that Banneker's 
grandmother, an English dairy 
maid sent to the Colonies as a 


bondswoman, had _ purchased 
two slaves. She mated with-one 
of these. As a result of this 
union there was a daughter who 
again purchased some slaves, 
with one of whom she mated. 
The result of this union was 
Banneker, three-quarters-breed 
Negro, born in 1731.

CCORDING to this book, 
A writen in a highly imagina- 

tive manner, Banneker de- 
veloped into quite a genius. He 
became a proficient mathema- 
tician, constructed one of the 
first clocks made in America, 
studied astrongmy, and, without 
previous training, wrote an 
accurate almanac from his own 
observations of the stars, a copy 
of which he sent to Jefferson. 
Along with this, he sent Jeffer- 
son a long letter, chiding him 
for violating the principles of 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence in the treatment of slaves 
and other Negroes in the newly 
formed United States. This 
letter is dated in 1791, and a 
copy of it will be found in an 
appendix to this book. In any 
time, in any period, says Miss 
Graham, Banneker would have 
been a remarkable man, but in 
his own time, when few men 
could read and write, his learn- 
ing and his achievements were 
astonishing. As a result of 
these, the publishers of this 
book are now proposing Mr. 
Banneker as a candidate for 
nomination for the Hall of 
Fame. 


anecdotes, stories, dialectical 
conversations and reports of 
Shaw’s expenditure of caustic 
wit on sundry musicians, actors 
and what not and they all have 
a Shavian flavor though Shaw 
insisted many of them were out- 
right lies. More interesting to 
me, however, are the accounts 
of his behavior and conversa- 
tion immediztely after the 
death of his wife. 


One afternoon Shaw paid a 
visit to Miss Eleanor O’Connell 
and another friena of both, 
John Wardrop, who happened 
to be present. Shaw seemed his 
normal, cheerful self and after 
conversing about several mat- 
ters for a while, suddenly broke 
off: 


“Do you or Eleanor notice 
anything different about me to- 
day?” he asked. : 

“You have new shoes on,” 
guessed Wardrop. 


“Oh, no, they are at least 10 
years old. I have not a garment 
that is not quite that. ... But 
I thought you might see some- 
thing different about me today 
because I became a widower at 
2:30 this morning.” 

He then launched into a vivid 
description of what happened: 
how Charlotte had seemed 
younger and happier than at 
any time in recent years; how 
she had been found on the floor 
of her bedroom with blood on 
her forehead and how the nurse 
had called him at 8:00 o’clock 
to announce that his wife had 
died during the night.

WENT in and looked at 
her lying there,” he said. 
“Her face was just like a 
young girl’s. You know we have 
a portrait of her painted when 
she was about 22, long before 
I knew her, and people are 
always asking who it is; they 
can’t believe it was Charlotte.

I was amazed. I have never 
seen anything so beautiful, and 
I could not keep myself from 
going into her room again and 
again and talking to her. Once 
I thought that her eyes opened 
slightly when I was talking to 
her, and she seemed so alive 
that I took my microscope glass 
and held it to her lips; I could 
not believe she was dead.”

Eleanor 
O’Connell visited him in the 
hospital and asked how he was. 

“Everybody asks me that,” he 
answered. “It’s so silly, when 
all I want is to die, but this 
damned vitality of mine won't 
let me.” 


matter of which is extremely 
varied. Best-selling novelists 
and popular biographers, the 
“commercials,” are discussed 
along with such “classics” as 
Jane Austen, Shakespeare and 
Edith Wharton. 

More- than that of any other 
living Amcrican critic, Mr. Wil- 
son’s work belies the statement 
that literary criticism is not 
creative, that it exists as a field 
of endeavor only to give a feel- 
ing of accomplishment to those 
who cannot “create.”

In the first essay (the plan 
of the book is chronological, 
covering the decade from 1940 
to 1950) he cracks down on 
Archibald MacLeish, Librarian 
of Congress, becatise MacLeish 
had declared that the books of 
Hemingway, Dos Passos and 
other writers had “done more 
to disarm democracy in the face 
of fascism than any other single 
influence.” Mr. Wilson very 
properly thinks this is nonsense.

NE of the requirements for 
Q:: appreciation of opera, 

besides a love of music, is 
the ability to practice a mild 
form of _ self-deception. The 
opera-goer must be able to con- 
vince himself, with the trans- 
porting help of the music, that 
the Brunhilde before him is 
not fair, fat and 50, but the 
comely and desirable warrior- 
maiden the story represents her 
to be. 


As a result, the seasoned 
opera-goer develops a sort of 
dual mind. He knows that she 
isn’t, yet he is able to convince 
himself that Isolde is really 
pining for love ifstead of a 
platter heaping mit fleisch und 
kartoffels. He sees not the real- 
ity, but the image in his mind’s 
eye. As long as he is able to do 
this, he can retain all his illu- 
sions about, and consequently 
his love for and devotion to, 
the opera. 

Now and then, however, the 
images, like the dual focus at- 
tachment on a camera, fail to 
merge. When this happens, the 
opera-goer is likely to take a 


long look at not only what he 
sees on the stage, but what he 
sees all around him. Robbed of 
its enchantment, the opera is 
likely to take on some of the 
aspects of the ridiculous, to 
which it is often closely akin 
anyway, even at best. 

It was doubtless during such 
a moment that Mare Simont's -

THE DELICATE PREY AND OTHER

N these stories by Paul 
[ Bowies, violence does not 
always emerge, but the pos- 
sibility of violence is never ab- 
sent. Most of the stories are 
set in South America or in Arab 
North Africa.

HE title story, “The Deli- 
Teste Prey,” tells of the 

shooting of two leather mer- 
chants and of the horrible dis- 
figurement, violation, and slay- 
ing of their adolescent nephew. 
In the following passage, “the 
Moungari” refers to the mur- 
derer; “they” refers to those 
“avenging the death of the two 
men and the boy:

T ex hydrogen bomb not only 


can be made, but almost 

certainly WILL be made by 
American scientists very soon, 
in the opinion of William L. 
Laurence, whose new book, 
“The Hell Bomb,” will be pub- 
lished by Alfred A. Knopf on 
Jan. 4. Mr. Laurence is so con- 
fident that the United States 
will master the secret’/of the H 
bomb that he predicts the first 
of these super weapons will be 
tested at Eneiwetok Island in 
the Pacific next spring or sum- 
mer. 

“Right now the atom bomb is 
saving our skins,” declared Mr. 
Laurence in an exclusive inter- 
view. “President Truman and 
Mr. Churchill have both told 
me that, but for the deterrent 
value of our atom bombs, the 
Russians would long ago have 
over-run the whole of Western 
Europe. 

“The H-bomb will be the 
greatest psychological weapon 
for peace in our generation,” 
Mr. Laurence went on. “When 
it comes (as it will), it will com- 
pletely nullify Russia’s atom- 
bomb pile. The hydrogen bomb 
will be so destructive (at least 
120 times that of the atom 
bomb) as to make war unthink- 
able. 

The United States is way 
ahead in the race for the super- 
bomb, Mr. Laurence asserted. 
It will be recalled that he was 
the only lay writer given ac- 
cess by the Government to 
atom-bomb secrets in 1945. His 
new book on the hydrogen 
bomb, a layman’s guide to the 
most terrifying weapon of all, 
has been cleared for publication 
by the Office of Classification 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion.

N the basis of the best 
()evaiianie information, Rus- 

sia cannot have the H-bomb 
for at least five years, he said. 
The democracies can use that 
period to make their defenses 
impregnable. “That is why I 
wrote this book,” Mr. Laurence 
declared.

UAIL hunting or duck 
Q shooting, the work of the 

dogs always has been to us 
one of the most interesting and 
entertaining things to be found 
in an outdoor expedition and 
most hunters can tell you about 
the dog work long after they’ve 
forgotten the game, the shots 
they made or the ones they 
missed. 

Charley Miller probably will 
entertain his Dexter friends 
frequently this winter with 
tales of Sunny Boy, a big beige 
Chesapeake. 

“I wish you could have been 
in the blind with us that morn- 
ing,” Charley writes. “I re- 
member how you got a kick 
out of old Rainbow and her 
puppies, who almost fell out of 
the boat watching their mother 
retrieve ducks. Well, Sunny 
Boy is the only one we have 
left of that litter. On this 
morning I was in the blind with 
Dr. Wiese, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Joe Turner. Sunny Boy actually 
retrieved three mallards at 
once, bringing them right into 
No. 7 blind. A few days earlier 
I had seen him carry two in 
his mouth and push a third 
through the water to the blind. 
But this was the first time I 
ever saw a dog bring in three 
at once.” 

We had seen Sunny Boy at 
work, but the dog that pleased 
us at Miller’s Green-Head club 
was a little red cocker, no big- 
ger than a little jelly bean we 
have at home,.a gentle buff 
that picks the softest spot on 
the softest divan. Well, Chris, 
the red cocker, had never had 
any training. It was supposed 
to be a pet, not a work dog. 
But on the opening day of the 
season, when the first gun 
barked, Chris charged from the 
blind, made its way straight as 
an arrow and easily got to the 
duck ahead of the unsuspecting 
Sunny Boy. 

Chris has its handicaps. It’s 
so low in the water that the 
smallest waves hide the _ hori- 
zon. It can't charge up in the 
water, as Sunny Boy does, to 
get a view of the quarry. But 
it watches the guns and the sky 
and._when a duck is dropped, 
Chris knows where it is. Sev- 
eral times Chris beat the big 
Chesapeake to the bird. 


Some Dogs, Just Like Men, 
More Rugged Than Others. 
HERE was a striking con- 


trast in dogs during a ses- 

sion in the duck blinds near 
Swan Lake, not far from Men- 
don, Mo. A doctor had a big 
brown Chesapeake that plainly 
had been leading the life of 
an indoor Reilly, and also on 
the job was an American water 
spaniel, owned by a farmer. 
The spaniel, obviously, had 
spent days and nights, warm 
and cold, outdoors. 

It was snowing and there was 
a thin coating of ice on part of 
the duck pond. A duck was 
downed and the spaniel charged 
into the icy water, retrieved the 
mallard and brought it to the 
blind. Then a duck was dropped 
near the doctor’s blind. The 
big brown Chesapeake, much 
more rugged-looking than the 
water spaniel, obeyed the doc- 
tor’s command to fetch only 
to the extent of going to the 
pond’s edge. There the ice and 
the thought of the cold water 
stopped it. It put one paw in 
the water and quickly withdrew 
it. Then it looked around for 
the spaniel and remained dry 
while the spaniel, with icicles 
now on its curly hair, made an- 
other retrieve. 

Courage doesn’t always go 
with size, although courage and 
size when combined as in the 
case of Charley Miller’s Sunny 
Boy, make a most entertaining 
and efficient combination.

Bears Win, 
59-47, Over 
Harvard

Scrubby, the St. Bernard which 
lives in fraternity row at Wash- 
ington University, cost the basekt- 
ball Bears a point last night at 
the Field House, but the Bruins 
didn’t mind. They had plenty to 
spare as they defeated Harvard 
University, 59 to 47. 

The big and bulky dog gave a 
hardwood version of an incident 
which has happened more often 
on football gridirons when he 
walked on the floor early in the 
second half. 

At the time Pete Mollman of 
the Bears was in the process of 
making a free throw—his first in 
seven attempts. But when offi- 
cials saw the dog moving into the 
keyhole, they cancelled Mollman’s 
good shot, gave the athlete a sec- 
ond try, and he missed.

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HE REALLY GOT AROUND~ 


Major Robert Throckmorton Lincoln Turned Up in 
Strangest Places as U.S. Spy — If You Don't Believe It, 
You Should Have Listened to Commie Broadcasts 


HE world first heard of 
Major Robert (or Roger) 

Throckmorton Lincoln 
sometime in 1948 when a 
broadcaster mentioned him 
over a clandestine Commu- 
nist radio outlet known as 
the Azerbaijan Democratic 
Station. The reference was 
in Kurdish and Azerbaijani. 
It was also highly uncom- 
plimentary. 

The broadcast luckily did 
not catch American intelli- 
gence men napping. They 
monitored it and the United 
States Ambassador to Iran 
took measures to counteract 
the disclosure. 

Major (later Brig. Gen.) 
Lincoln soon became a 
widely hunted figure. Agents 
of the Russian, Turkish, 
Syrian.and Iranian govern- 
ments trailed his elusive 
shadow from the oil fields 
of the Middle East to the 
mountain lairs of Tibet. 
They knew him as an in- 
credible American spy who 
spoke English, French, Tur- 
kish, Persian, Uzbek, and 
Kurdish like a native. They 
had been given to under- 
stand that he could change 
disguise as quickly as Dan- 
ny Kaye, make love like 
Clark Gable and foment a 
conspiracy with a practiced 
skill] that made the late 
Lawrence of Arabia look 
like a poor man’s Hopalong 
Cassidy. 

A Washington society edi- 
tor reportedly spotted the 
major in the capital’s Met- 
ropolitan Club. Supreme 
Court Justice William O. 
Douglas said he ran into 
him while climbing moun- 
tains with an Iranian burro 
expedition. A Tehran news- 
paper had him married to 
the sister of the Syrian 
army commander. And Col- 
umnist Robert S. Allen re- 
ported that “Pentagon 
chiefs depend on him as 
they do on no other single 
Intelligence officer.” 

* + * 

Present evidence _ indi- 
cates that for more than two 
years only President Tru- 
man, Justice Douglas, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Col- 
umnist Allen, and John C. 
Wiley, American Ambassa- 
dor to Iran, and his at- 
taches knew the true Robert 
(or Roger) Throckmorton 
Lincoln. 

One other personage 
known to be in on this top- 
level secret of post-war es- 
pionage was Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam J. (!Wild Bill”) Dono- 
van, war-time head of the 
cloak-and«dagger Office of 
Strategic Services. Arriving 
in Iran he made a state- 
ment which was immediate- 
ly picked up in The New 
York .Times. 

“For public purposes,” 
the general said, “my visit 
is pleasure. Actually, I 
to investigate Lin- 
coln’s activities. Reports on 
his excesses among. the 
Kurdish women have 


reached the President and, 
while he is one of our best 
operatives, yet he has got to 
get on the beam morally.... 
He has got to drop every- 
thing, including women with 
whom he might be entangled 
at the moment, and come to 
Tehran with clean, clean 
hands.” 

By now the Russian radio 
stooges were aroused to 
fever pitch. Comparing 
Major Lincoln to the Ameri- 
can General Van Fleet who 
was training Greek soldiers, 
the Soviets sputtered: 


“Today, all over five con- 
tinents of the world, imper- 
ialism tries to impose the 
horrors of its crimes. In 
Athens, executioners are 
killing many Greek youths 
as per instructions of Gen- 
eral Van Fleet. Major Lin- 
coln’s journey to Azerbaijan 
and Kurdistan has the same 
purpose. This super-spy has 
instigated the tribes to start 
killing their own brothers 
for the sake of the Wall 
Street moguls. He has in- 
structions from Truman to 
visit all the Kurdish tribes 
and prepare them for obe- 
dience and slavery.” 

Another broadside of the 
airwaves reported Lincoln 
at a parade of the anti-

For months the Russian 
broadcasts spread the word 
about Major Lincoln's skul- 
duggery, reporting how he 
plotted wars between Iran- 
ian tribes and bribed his 
way across a continent with 
dirty Wall Street dollars. 


Early in 1949, Columnist 
Allen reported that Justice 
Douglas had been galloping 
along in Iran with two 
Bakhtiari tribesmen  afid 
had offered them cigarettes. 
One of them thanked the 
Justice in perfect English. 
It turned out to be Lincoln 
himself. 


Noting that the Pentagon 
answered questions about 
the fabulous major only 
with a blank stare, Allen 
whispered: “His where- 
abouts, missions and reports 
are so secret they are 
known only to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. But this 
much can be said about 
him: He is the eyes and ears 
of democracy in an explc- 
Sive outpost of the world, 
and his services to his 
country are probably more 
difficult and thankless than 
that of any other single in- 
dividual.” 

By now, Lincoln had been 
promoted to lieutenant 
colonel and his stature in 
the eyes of Russian and 
Middle Eastern intelligence 
operatives was growing 
daily. He was said to be ac- 
companied part of the time 
by a sultry creature known 
as Magda Obolensky Brown. 
On one particularly hazdrd- 
ous mission he obtained 
topflight military informa- 
tion by acting as native 
guide to a Russian patrol. 
Repeatedly he staved off 
starvation by purchasing 
food from pursuers out to 
catch him dead or alive. 

Only last November, 
Justice Douglas paused af- 
ter visiting the White House 
to tell reporters that he had 
seen the President to tell 
him of his own trip to Iran 


and of Lincoln’s latest ex- 
ploits. The phantom spy, 
the Justice reported, had 
again been promoted. He 
was now a full colonel. 

“Did you have any clan- 
destine meetings with 
Lincoln in Iran?” Justice 
Douglas was asked. 

“I saw him over there 
north of Maku,” was the 
jurist’s reply. “He’s running 
a line of agents over the 
Russian border. He was also 
in South Korea for a while 
and he came back through 
Tibet. He’s been all around.” 
In chancelleries all over 
the world one question 
arose in’ a never-ending 
chorus: Who is this Lincoln? 
Where does he come from? 
How did he acquire his fan- 
tastic versatility? How does 
he manage to stay ynseen 
and unphotographed for so 
long after his mission had 
been revealed?

According to biographical 
data which trickled through 
the curtain of official ¢ilence 
from time to time, Lincoln 
did indeed have a  back- 
ground sufficiently diversi- 
fied to allow him to cope 
with the exigencies of his 
career as it was unmasked 
by the Russian radio. 

It became known that he 


was born Oct. 10, 1904, at 
Slippery Rock, Ark. On his 
father’s side he was a direct 
descendant of the noted 
American writer, Booker T. 
Lincoln. On his mother’s 
side he was descended from 
President Thomas Jefferson. 
He was a member of the 
Order of the Rosy Cross and 
a practicing Yogi. 

Lincoln’s early years, the 
reports from official sources 
went, were spent in Poona, 
Peshawa and Darjeeling, In- 
dia. In Darjeeling, he 
studied oriental languages 
and Yogi. In Peshawar he 
lived with the family of the 
former Khan of Kokand and 
maintained a close friend- 
ship with the clan ever 
since.

His personal life was sub- 
ject to considerable specula- 
tion. Known as a man of 
the world, the indefatigable 
agent was said to have :; 
wire at Springfield, Mo., and 
was supposed to have had 
a son by her. Informed of- 
ficials also said that he was 
keeping at least two Kurd- 
ish Shighehs (concubines) 
at the time of his exposure 
by the Soviet broadcasters. 
His only known political af- 
filiation was “Dixiecrat.” 


It was always a matter of 
official regret and embar- 
rassment to the American 
Foreign Service that Lin- 
coln’s pre-espionage profes- 
sional life had not been be- 
yond reproach. From 1930 
to 1933 hé was listed as hav- 
ing been a rum _ runner. 
From 1933 to 1939 he kept 
himself in caviar and cash 
from reasonably good earn- 
ings as a confidence man. 


In 1939, finally, he em- 
barked upon the path of 
righteousness. His deeds 
Since then, his superiors 
felt, should cancel out many 
of his previous mistakes 
when the pros and cons are 
weighed on the _ sensitive 
scale of personal morality. 
He began to redeem him- 
self, significantly, by aiding 
American intelligence offi- 
cers when he led a group 
of Khorassa Kurds into Bok- 
hara in an effort to subvert 
the curator of the Bokhara 
Oriental museum. 


The official records of the 
State Department do not 
show whether the mission 
was as successful as must 
have been hoped. Nor do 
they show that Robert (or 
Roger) Throckmorton Lin- 
coln is no longer a thorn in 
the Kremlin’s side. Yet in 
his untimely passing he 
achieved a_ distinction 
sought by many and granted 
only to a handful: a full- 
length obituary in The New 
York Times.

In fact, Cyrus Sulzberger, 
foreign correspondent for 
the august Times, was per- 
mitted to kill him off. He 
didn’t really kill Lincoln, of 
course, because Lincoln 
never lived. The super-spy 
sought and denounced from 
Moscow to Lhasa was a fig- 
ment of an adroit diplomat’s 
imagination. 

The Russian radio did re- 
port the daring deeds of a 
Major Lincoln. But when 
Ambassador Wiley was in- 
formed of this non-existent 
agent’s misdeeds he realized 
that if he issued a denial

Radio Moscow would pounce 
on it gleefully and interpret 
it as a sign of guilt. So he 
decided to invent him and 
did so with the aid of an- 
other Irish wit, Gerald F. P. 
Dooher, the ambassador's 
political attache. Justice 
Douglas, General Donovan, 
Columnist Allen—and pre- 
sumably President Truman 
—were let in on the joke 
later when it became neces- 
sary to endow the amazing 
spy with physical character- 
istics and an appropriately 
interesting past. 

Magda Obolensky Brown, 
Lincoln’s part-time para- 
mour, also has not been 
heard from lately. Perhaps 
this is because she didn't 
exist either. 


Only one question mark 
remains in the Lincoln 
story. Mary Van Rensse- 
laer Thayer poses it in her 
summary of his career in 
the January issue of Es- 
quire. How many Soviet 
MVD agents suffered pre- 
maturely severed necks be- 
cause they were sent to 
capture or kill Lincoln and 
failed to return with the 
bacon?

I was puffing when I reached 
the top. He had asked me, when 
I telephoned for an appointment, 
if I were still young enough to 
climb three long flights of stairs. 
“It’s quite a climb,” he had said 
with his characteristic gentle 
humor, “but we keep an ambul- 
ance on each floor, just in case.” 


We shook hands. He had on 
clerical garb as far as his black 
trousers and shoes were con- 
cerned. But his shirt was a white 
sports shirt, open at the throat 
and with short sleeves. It was 
worn outside his trousers, but ob- 
viously it was worn for comfort 
and convenience and not from 
any desire to be sporty.. 

He pointed down the hall in the 
other direction from the cloister. 

“We'll go down to my little 
cubbyhole,” he smiled, “and you 
can see where I work these days.” 
He took a firm grip on my arm 
just above the elbow, and I soon 


realized it was more than just . 


a friendly gesture. He walked 
with short, careful, shuffling steps 
down the high-ceilinged hall. I 
slowed my pace to his. We turned 
a corner, passed a storeroom 
filled with religious paintings and 
unused furniture, and into a 
corner room. 

It was a narrow room, and the 
ceiling sloped sharply down from 
one side. Against one wall was 
a desk, piled high with books, 

azines, newspapers and news- 
paper clippings.

GAINST the wall back of him 
A was a mission style table, also 
piled with books. There were 
several bookcases in the room, all 
filled. By the single window were 


several religious ‘statuettes. There 


were three crucifixes about the 
room. On the wall above his desk 
was a large photo-mural of St. 
Louis University, to which he had 
come, 30 years ago, as a young 
Jesuit to be associate professor 
of biology. 

Before seven of those 30 years 
had passed he was dean of the 
Medical School, and before many 


more had passed he was one of : 


the most widely known medical 
educators in the country. 

During those years he was also 
dean of the School of Nursing, 
dean of the Dental School, and 
president of the Catholic Hospital 
Association of the United States 
and Canada. 

He was to become a nationally 
recognized authority on hospitals 
and hospital administration. He 
was to appear before Senate com- 
mittees in Washington, where so- 
cialized medicine was being de- 
bated, as an ardent spokesman for 
voluntary health and _ hospital 
care, and he was to be a frequent 
visitor to the White House. 

He was to be a member of no 
fewer than 78 medical, dental and 
educational societies and a direc- 
tor of many of them. He was to 
belong to six educational and 
medical fraternities, to be con- 
tributor of dozens of articles to 33 
medical and educational journals. 
And he was to be in such demand 
as a speaker that for years he 
seemed almost to live in Pullman 


cars. 
S efforts were to include: 
Establishment of the St. Mary’s 
Group of Hospitals at the Univer- 
sity Hospital in 1924; organization 
of the Corporate Colleges of St. 
Louis University in 1926; organi- 
zation of the Department of Medi- 
cal Social Service in 1926; re- 
building of the School of Medi- 
cine in 1927; organization of -the 
St. Louis University School of 
Nursing in 1928; organization of 
the Committee on Grants for Re- 
search in 1930; planning and erec- 
tion of Firmin Desloge Hospital 
in 1933; reorganization of St. 
Mary’s Infirmary as a hospital for 
Negroes in 1933, and the addi- 
tion to the School of Medicine 
building; recently named Schwi- 
talla Hall in his honor, in 1948. 
This was the man who leaned 
back in his swivel chair, smiled 
modestly at me ugh his rim-

OME of the accomplishments 
due wholly or in part to his 


fice where I could work. I have 
a big room in the infirmary, but 
that’s in the Cloister. I wanted 
a“place where I could have my 
secretary come in and help me. 
So they kindly fixed this up for 
me. I like it because I'm away up 
here under the roof, there’s no 
telephone and it’s away from the 
public eye.

I've known—Catholics, doctors, 
Presbyterians, people with no re- 
ligion at all—there must be 60 or 
70 of them.

Father Schwitalla admitted that 
this was only one of three books 
he is working on simultaneously. 
“Yes, another book I’m working 
on has to do with the background 
of hospitals.”

writings of the church fathers 
and gleaned references to the 
care of the sick. This was before 
the sixth century. Then follows 
the era of St. Benedict, the 13th 
century. d the Franciscan 
period, whi¢h took in the 13th, 
14th, 15th and 16th centuries. 
Then came the more modern 
period when hospitals as we know 
them today began to develop.” 
As a matter of fact, Father 


Schwitalla’s interest in hospitals 
and his ideas of what a hospital 
should be are reflected today in 
many hospitals across the coun- 


try. He was president of the 
Catholic Hospital Association from 
1928 to 1947 and it was his genius 
for organization which made the 
nursing nuns in the country’s 
1100 Catholic hospitals more than 
just nurses. He organized the 
training which made them com- 
petent workers in the realm of 
dietetics, X-ray and laboratory 
work. 

He has never lost sight of the 
fact that hospitals, after all, exist 
first for the benefit of the patient.

ad) HE book about my friends 

I just work at sporadically, 

when I feel affectionately 
inclined,” Father Schwitalla went 
on. “Now the third book I'm 
working on is a re-editing and 
compilation of all my papers on 
medical education. I wasn’t going 
to fool with the thing, but one of 
the sisters recently got a degree 
in library work,¥and one of the 
jobs assigned to her was a bibli- 
ography of all my writings. She 
abstracted 54 articles which had 
been published since 1927 and I 
decided I might as well bring 
them up to date and put them 
in a book. It'll make a fair sized 
volume. The bulk of them will 
deal with the background of the 
socialized medicine problem.” 

Father Schwitalla looks upon 
socialized medicine with only 
slightly less horror than he would 
look upon slavery. And no one 
has been more outspoken in his 
views. He is convinced in his own 
mind that high quality medical 
care and Government regulation 
my incompatible and always will 


“Why, if it hadn’t been for the 
kind of doctors I had, I wouldn't 
be here today. Two years ago, 
after I suffered a stroke, I couldn't 
use my right arm or leg. Of 
course I can’t rumba even now, 
but I can walk. I think I could 
even drive a car again, if I tried. 
But then I don’t think anyone 
over 65 should drive a car under 
any circumstances. They’re not 
alert enough. Their reactions are 
too slow.”

ATHER Schwitalla spends 

most of his time’ in study these 

Gays, reverting, so to speak, td’ 
his childhood and his young man- 
hood when he passed up athletics 
and virtually every other boyhood 
activity to improve his mind. 

He was christened Alphonse 
Mary Schwitalla when he was born 
in Beuthen, in Upper Silesia, in 
1882. And he was 3 years old 
when his parents came to this 
country. The rougd-faced, stu- 
dious youngster always led his 
classes with near to perfect grades, 
a friend recalls. His mother 
wanted him to be an educated 
man. 

Father Schwitalla looked at the 
floor as he talked of his mother. 
“I got up at three o’clock in the 
morning to study,” he recalled. 
“My mother always saw that I 
got up, and then she would sit 
with me while I studied, and talk 
to me about the things I was 
studying, and encourage me. A 
wonderful woman.” 

He was not quite 18 when he 
entered the Jesuit order at Flor- 
issant. He got his A.B. degree 
from St. Louis University in 


1907 and his master’s degree the , 


following year. In the years to 
come he was to gather three more 
degrees, including the Ph.D. from 
Johns Hopkins in zoology which 
launched him on his life’s work. 

Johns Hopkins lists him as one 
of its distinguished alumni and 
as “one of the five leading medi- 
cal instructors in the United 
States.” As a medical instruetor 
he was stern and something of a 
perfectionist, his students recall, 
but this was because he held the 
profession in such high regard. 
He had little use for ambitious 
students who ®oked upon medi- 
cine as a way to make a living, 
rather than as a service to hu- 


manity. He called them “porch 
climbers.” ) 

Father Schwitalla no longer 
gets up at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing to study. In fact, he lan- 
guishes in bed until almost 5:30 
a.m. His day is divided between 
devotion, study, work, meditation 
and rest. “But I still don’t go to 
bed before 12 o'clock,” he admits. 

Before his retirement as Dean 
of the Medical school in 1948, 
due to ill health, Father Schwi- 
talla drove himself relentlessly. 
His working day started at 7 a.m. 
and if he knocked off by 10 p.m., 
it was a short day. Often he 
worked on until midnight. Miss 
Frances Schwartz, who was his 
secretary all through the years of 
his deanship (and who still spends 
two hours in the afternoon work- 
ing with him) is a little amazed 
now when she thinks of the hours 
she put in. 

“But he made the work so in- 
teresting, and he so filled you 
with his own enthusiasm, that it 
didn’t seem like work at all,” she 
explains. 

To anyone who asks him how 
old he is, Father Schwitalla is 
likely to answer with some asper- 
ity: “I’m not old. I’m young. I'm 
only 68.”

So it went as the boxes were 
opened on Christmas eve, re- 
vealing a quantity of goods and 
articles sufficient to stock a 
store—“no amount” of clothes, 
as Ross Smith appraised the 
supply, meaning a_ great 
amount. One pair of shoes 
were too large for Charles Ray 
but Smith said he would save 
them “till baby grows up to 


’em.” Retail cost of the mer- 
chandise probably exceeded 
$500. 
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R. FRIDLEY of 2911 
Washington avenue wrote 
® a letter to Charles Ray, 
inclosing $6. That, he wrote, 
was to pay Uncle Ross for the 
trouble of making him an ax 
handle and if he and Smith 
ever came to St. Louis he 
would take them out to lunch. 
Smith was doubtful about ever 
being able to accept the lunch- 
eon invitation, but instead of 
an ax handle he would make 
him a cane as soon as the 
weather fairs up so that he can 
get out into the woods and get 
the right kind of a hickory 
sapling. 

“T’ll work it down nice,” he 
said, “and boil one end in a 
kittle of hot water and bend it 
around a round pole. Then [ll 
sandpaper it and shellac it and 
it'll be the purtiest thing you 
ever saw.” 

In the confusion of opening 
the boxes not all the names of 
senders could be obtained, but 
among those from St. Louis 
were Mrs. A. C. Bindbeutel, 
4001 Connecticut street; Lin- 
nie B. Swyers, 4537 McPher- 
son avenue; B. Vazis, 2109 
Walter avenue, St. Louis coun- 
ty; J. CC.

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HE rootin’-tootin’ private de- 

tective with the indestruc- 

tible skull no gun butt can 
dent, is a myth. In reality. the 
great majority of private detec- 
tives are harmless little fellows 
who spend their ~aking hours 
either tracing skips who overlook 
paving bills or taking part in 
shabby divorce raids where the 
evidence is planted beforehand. 
Their sleeping hours are just as 
uninteresting. Thev’re about as 
hard-boiled as a cream puff and 
automatically say “Yes, sir,” even 
to a uniformed cop. 


But there always must be an 
exception and George Chenkin 
really makes up for the others. 
Built like the proverbial brick 
wall, he is a squat hunk of solid 
flesh with a hoarse, gravelly voice 
that makes the voice of Andy 
Devine sound like a lyric soprano, 
and he can hard heel his hard- 
boiled way through the toughest 
situations in the avvroved Holly- 
wood-script stvle. He claims that 
he is five feet five but he prob- 
ably would lose an awfv' lot of 
monev betting on it, even when 
he sticks his chin up high in the 
air under the impression that it 
brings his height up another 
couple of inches. 

And height is important to the 
story of Chenkin, the little man 
who always wanted to be a cop 
and who has a perpetual chip on 
his shoulder, perpetually proving 
that he is a better cop than the 
big boys all rolled into one. And 
an extraordinary number of 
police and public officials will 
tell you that privately. 

All Gaul may have been divid- 
ed into three parts, but there 
are four parts to Chenkin— 
parole officer, court probation 
officer, county detective, and 
private eye.

Chenkin traced the 
wanted man to a hideout flat 
where he also recovered the 
stolen jewelry. It had taken him 
less than a week to do this.

That night 
he was taken to a darkened apart- 
ment where men and women sat 
weeping about a candlelit coffin. 
The man who had been shot lay 
in the flower-banked coffin. The 
junk dealer now was satisfied and 
even contributed another $500 for 
funeral expenses. Several days 
later he was riding on the sub- 
way when he saw the man who 
was supposed to have been shot 
sitting across the aisle from him. 
The puzzled junk man told the 
story to his grandson who 
promptly brought him to the 
prosecutor.

HENKIN went to work follow- 
Cline the woman and then trail- 

ing the various men who 
visited her apartment. After an in- 
vestigation of several months he 
uncovered an extortion ring that 
had taken in more than $100,000 
a year by staging fake murders. 

Unable to return as a parole 
officer because his leave of ab- 
sence had expired, Chenkin took 
the examination for court-proba- 
tion officer and was appointed 
to county court. Here he investi- 
gated the background of crim- 
inals convicted of crime and 
checked on those the court had 
placed on probation. He was back 
doing the work he liked and al- 
though his income was down, 
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Chenkin, the frustrated cop, was 
happy once more. 

He really had something to be 
pleased about several years later. 
A prisoner doing a long stretch 
decided that he might get a break 
if he started “singing” about cases 
and he informed police that he 
could help them clean up an un- 
solved murder that had taken 
place about 14 years previously. 
His information actually was very 
meager. He did not know where 
or when the murder had occurred 
except that he met two men one 
night and they showed him a 
newspaper clipping about the 
crime and told him they were 
responsible, and wanted his opin- 
ion about a third man who had 
been in on the job with them. 
He assured them the third man 
would keep his mouth shut—an 
ironical twist, that. 

Meager as his information was, 
police went to work on it and 
discovered that a gasoline-station 
attendant had been murdered 
about that time and the case was 
still unsolved. The men named by 
the talkative prisoner wére shad- 
owed for weeks and then pulled 
in for questioning. One of them 
cracked and confessed, saying that 
four men had been in on the 
murder. He didn’t know the fourth 
man except that he was a young- 
ster called the “Shoemaker.” 
Police tried to identify him but 
were un-uccessful. With the other 
two defendants denying their 
guilt the case wasn’t too strong. 
If the man known as the Shoe- 
maker could be found and in- 


duced to talk then there would 
be additional corroborating eyi- 
dence. Crack detectives were as- 
signed to the task but one after 
another reported failure to find 
the Shoemaker. Hi: identity was 
a mystery. 

The prosecutor asked the court 
if he could borrow Chenkin and 
the probation officer was told to 
do the impossible, find a man 
some 14 years after the crime, a 
man who didn’t even have a 
name, The chunky officer went 
to the neighborhood where the 


other men lived and posed as an 
out-of-town thief on the lam who 
wanted to cool off. He said that 
his friend, the Shoemaker, had 
told him to look him up if he 
ever got into a jam. He dropped 
into coffeepots, pool  pariors, 
bowling alleys, and other hang- 
outs, repeating his story. He took 
a room in the neighborhood.

IS assignment was particu- 
H larly dangerous since he was 

being seen by criminals, any 
one of whom might have noticed 
him in court. Here and there he 
ran across the trail of men called 
the Shoemaker but further in- 
vestigation eliminated them as 
the wanted man. He began to 
probe into the background of the 
men under arrest and learned 
that one of them had been friend- 
ly with a youth whose father had 
operated a shoe repair shop. It 
was a tenuous lead, but it was 
something, and Chenkin began 
working on it. He finally found 
the man he wanted. It was dur- 
ing the early days of the war and 
the suspect was on Guadalcanal.

“Vhen the Coolidges come onto 
the set, there vas no film in the 
cameras, but the director shouted 
‘Roll ’em,’ and the scene vent into 
action.

Coolidge and vhen the vaiters 
walked into the scene, carrying 
siedels of beer, I heard him whis- 
per: “What's that they’re serving 
. . » Near beer?’

suspect to this country and when 
the transport landed in San 
Francisco, Chenkin was at the 
dock to meet the boat. The re- 
turned soldier denied knowing 
anything about the 14-year-old 
murder.

On the long train ride back 
from California to New York, 
Chenkin decided to use some 
applied psychology to break the 
suspect.

Then 
he shook his head. For 10 minutes 
longer the two men remained 
silent. Finally the prisoner start- 
ed talking and confessed, namin 
the other three. He dictated a 
nine-page confession and later 
read it over and corrected in his 
own handwriting several errors 
which Chenkin had inserted de- 
liberately into the statement. “I’m 
glad it’s over,” he told Chenkin. 
“Now I can have my first real 
night’s sleep since it happened.” 


The confession stated that he 
had met one of the men that 
night and had been in@ted for 
a ride. He sat in the car while 
the other three went into the 
gasoline station. It wasn’t until 
they were speeding away that he 
learned of the shooting. Chenkin 
later was able to verify this part 
of the story and when the soldier 
pleaded guilty, the court released 
him on probation to Chenkin. 
The former soldier today has a 
job Chenkin obtained for him. 


A short time after Chenkin had 
broken the 14-year-old case, I 
had lunch with the late Police 
Commissioner Lewis J. Valentine 
and mentioned to him the good 
work done by Chenkin. When 
the Commissioner returned to his 
office he sent for several men 
and asked why his own depart- 
mont had failed to crack the 
case. “There’s only one George 
Chenkin,” he was told. 


An insurance company handed 
a routine investigation to Chen- 
kin. A mother and daughter en 
route to Florida reported the 
theft of several bags of luggage 
worth several hundred dollars. 
There was nothing suspicious; 4ll 
Chenkin had to do was find out 
how much the contents of the 
bags were worth and the claim 
would be paid.

she had not worn it. Chenkin re- 
turned to the woman’s home, and 
without revealing what he had 
learned asked if she had other 
receipts for the items she had 
reported stolen. The woman 
gushed that it was lucky she al- 
ways saved her receipts. Her 
daughter also had the same habit. 


The private investigator was 
busy the next few days visiting 
stores.

The women 
had purchased the merchandise 
but returned everything the fol- 
lowing day for cash refunds.

Deep Concern for 


Children's Welfare 


By Dorothy Brainerd 


PEAK to Mrs. Henry Hitchcock on the subject of under- 
privileged children, and one knows immediately that it is 
a problem which is close to her heart. There is no mis- 
taking the sincerity of her concern. 
“It is difficult for those 
/3 who do not @&me in direct 
4 contact with the situation to 
| realize its scope,” she says. 
, “I recently returned from the 
, National board meeting of the 
Child Welfare League of 
America, held in New York. 
» There the fact was brought 
F out that each year 6,000,000 
» children—members of fami- 
lies disrupted by death, di- 
4 vorce and desertion—are in 
4 needofcare. Shocking? Yes, 
but I could quote many 
equally incredible statistics. 
For example, 25 per cent of 
those admitted to mental in- 
stitutions last year were 
under 18 years of age.” 
Mrs. Hitchcock, the former 
Eleanor Hoblitzelle, has a

SHOCKING. tion based upon years of 
service. A graduate of Mary Institute and Finch Junior Col- 
lege, she began her volunteer service with the Children’s Aid 
Society, where she was a member of the board for approxi- 
mately 15 years and served as chairman of the joint executive 
committee when the agency merged with the St. Louis Provi- 
dent Association. 


* * * 


Her activities there led to membership on the 
foster-home finding committee and children’s division 
executive committee of the Social Planning Council. 
She has served as chairman of the study committee 
for the B.R.O. Girls’ Home, on the board of Grace 
Hill Settlement House; as chairman of the Junior 
League study committee which selected the Forest 
Park Children’s Center as the League’s project, and 
as a member of the Center’s board.

@ MRS. HITCHCOCK was formerly president of the Mater- 
nal Health Association of Missouri, a member of the metro- 
politan wartime child care executive committee, and chairman 
of the state committee on the Children’s Code for the Mis- 
sour! Association for Social Welfare. A consistent worker 
for the Community Chest, she is now on the children’s divi- 
sion budget committee.

At present she is a member of the Child Wel- 
fare League of America and of the boards of the 
Girls’ Industrial Home and Edgewood Children’s Cen- 
ter. She has served as president, treasurer, chairman 
of the case committee and is now chairman of the 
building committee and vice chairman of the building 
fund campaign for the latter organization, located in 
Webster Groves. 


* * * 
@ “WE ARE very proud of the preventive and rehabilitative 


work being done at Edgewood,” says Mrs. Hitchcock. “As a 
result of the tragic circumstances which cause broken homes, 
almost all children from them have emotional problems. If 
these problems are ignored the youngsters may well become 
delinquents. With proper help they can develop into respon- 
sible citizens of tomorrow. Money spent on such work is 
actually buying insurance to protect both the child and society. 
Our program at Edgewood has received recognition from such 
national authorities as Howard W. Hopkirk, senior consultant 
of the Child Welfare League of America, and other institu- 
tions frequently come to us for advice. 

“We have made this progress with the handicap of inade- 
quate facilities. The new buildings which we will erect are 
the result of research by top professionals in the field and 
will be built to fit the program. They will, we hope, serve 
es a pattern for similar organizations throughout the coun- 
try and assist in raising standards of institutional care.” 

Mrs. Hitchcock and her husband, vice president of Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co., live in Chesterfield, Mo. “We work 
together on all of these things,” she explains. “My husband 
is president of the Children’s Aid Society, on the board of 
the St. Louis Children’s Hospital, and on the building fund 
campaign committee for Edgewood.” 


|New Household Gadgets 

HE task of collecting the laundry on washday is made 
T easier with a new hamper which may be wheeled from 

room to room, and right into the laundry. Two smooth 
operating ball-bearing wheels replace the short legs at the 
rear and a bar, which is out of sight when the hamper is up 
against a wall, may be snapped up to form a handle. Made 
by a manufacturer who has pioneered many innovations in the 
elothes hamper field, this model is actually a combination 
bamper and laundry cart. It has a roomy interior and comes 
in a wide range of colors.

The lamp 
features a base in the shape of a metal toy drum, 
and a parchment shade decorated with circus animals 
and drums.

CCORDING to a recent an-' 
A nouncement by the National 

Broadcasting Co. the Toscanini | 
radio concerts will be resumed | 
Saturday afternoon, Jan. 27. Ever | 
since the beginning of the present | 
season the NBC concerts—under | 
other conductors—have been 
broadcast on Monday evenings be- | 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock Eastern | 
Time. So the change brings a 
slight betterment to the radio mu- 
sical situation. At least it will be 
possible to hear Toscanini again 
and at a fairly convenient hour. 
It is also possible that the big net- 
works are becoming more respon- 
sive to the demands of the musi- 
cal public, which, for a long time 
now has resented the progressive 
deterioration of radio music. 

It is possible but not probable. 
After all Toscanini has a name 
which means something even to) 
the non-musical public. The NBC’s 
feeling of responsibility toward § 
music itself will become apparent | 
when Toscanini retires.

According to this reasoning the 
radio network is in the same posi- 
tion as any private business. But 
is it? In the early ‘20s when radio 
was in its infancy, Herbert 
Hoover, then Secretary of Com- | 
merce, said it was unthinkable _ 
that such a great new medium of | 
communication should become | 
commercialized. David Sarnoff, | 
now chairman of the board of 
RCA-Victor and NBC said much) 
the same thing. Implicit in their 
remarks was a consciousness of 
the public nature of the air 
waves. Indeed it should be ap- 
parent to anybody that the air is 
a part of the public domain and 
that private organizations which 
preempt their use have a differ- 
ent responsibility to the public 
than the strictly private business.

1T MAY BE ARGUED, of. 
course, that radio networks Can- | 
not take into consideration every | 
minority demand. The obvious an- 
sewer to this—without going into 
the question of the general cul- 
ture and its needs—is that the 

ublic for music runs into mil- 
ions. These millions are dis- 
persed all over the country and 
many of them live in communities 
whose only contact with “classi- 
cal’ music is through the radio. 
Indeed it was once the boast of 
radio proponents that this large 
audience for good music had been 
created by the broadcasting of 
“classical” music. 

In the circumstances, then, it 
is not too severe to say that the 
networks have defaulted on their 
obligations and that they can re- 
cover a position they once held 
only by a revision of their policy. 
Such a revision would involve a 
definite allotment of certain good 
hours, not only to good music but 
to other types of programs of a 
cultural nature. I use the word 
“cultural” in a broad sense that 
includes any sort of lecture, 
drama, political debate or discus- 
sion which can interest people of 
mature tastes. And I am not 
offering a brief for “high-brow- 
ism.’ I merely suggest that large 
sections of the public have been 
neglected.

YeastDough [Carr Column 


For Varied 
Fancy Cakes 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE Feast of the Ephiphany, 
known also as Twelfth Night 
or Three Kings’ Day was de- 


Te igned to honor the Three Wise- 


men who followed the Star that 


tiled them to Bethlehem. There, 


they presented their gifts of 


' Shae gold, frankincense and myrrh to 
that tiny babe in the manger 


whose birth changed the world. 
In various countries, certain 
cakes have become associated 
with Twelfth Night. One of these 


‘Imay be the usual fruit cake, an- 


other a many-layered cake of the 
sponge type and a third, one 
raised with yeast that may be 
baked in a large form or in a 
ring, when it is known as the 
“King’s Ring.” Many will prefer 
this type that will be appropriate 
either for a dessert or for -a 
Sunday breakfast bread. When 
orange juice is used for the 
liquid, it will have a particularly 
delicious flavor. Part of the batter 
can be used for the coffee cake, 
while the remainder may be 
stored in the refrigerator and 
made up into rolls for another 


y. 
For King’s Ring, use two pack- 
ages of cake yeast, dry or com- 
pressed; three-fourths cup luke- 
warm orange juice; one-half cup 
three-fourths cup 
orange juice, heated; one-half cup 
sugar; one tablespoon salt; three 
eggs, well beaten; five and three- 
fourths to six cups sifted all- 
purpose flour; one tablespoon 
melted butter; one-fourth cup 
sugar; one-fourth teaspoon cinna- 
mon; three-fourths cup chopped 
citron: cherries, nuts and raisins. 
Sprinkle yeast in three-quarters 
cup lukewarm orange juice and 
let stand five to 10 minutes, Stir 
until yeast is thoroughly dis- 
solved. Add shortening to heated 
orange juice and stir until melted. 
Pour over one-half cup sugar and 
salt in mixing bowl. Cool to luke- 
warm, Stir in yeast mixture. Add 
eggs and three cups flour and 
beat well. Add remaining flour 
to make a soft dough. Turn flour 
onto a floured board, and knead 
gently until smooth and elastic. 
Store two-thirds of the dough in 
refrigerator. Roll one-third of the 
dough into rectangle 12x15x% 
inches, Brush with melted butter 
and sprinkle with one-fourth cup 
sugar, cinnamon, citron, cherries, 
nuts and raisins. Roll as for jelly 
roll. Place on greased baking 
sheet. Form into circle and seal 
ends firmly together. Cut one- 
inch slices almost through with 
scissors. Turn each slice partly 
on its side. Let rise until double 
in bulk. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven (375 degrees Fahrenheit) 25 
to 30 minutes. While still warm, 
frost with confectioners’ sugar 
glaze, made from one-half cup 
sifted confectioners’ sugar and 
two teaspoons water. Garnish 
with additional citron, raisins and 
nuts. Yield: one 10-inch ring. 
Refrigerator rolls: Yeast dough 
not used immediately may be 
stored in the refrigerator for 
three or four days. To store 
dough: Place in greased bowl and 
grease top. Cover tightly with foil 
or bowl cover. When ready to use, 
place in warm place until double 
in bulk. Punch down, let rise 
again and form into buns. Place 
on baking sheet and let rise until 
double. Press down center of each 
and top with a teaspoon of orange 
marmalade. Or cook one-half cup 
orange juice, one-half cup sugar 
and one tablespoon butter five 
minutes. Cool and pour in bottom 
of greased muffin pans. Place 
buns on top of syrup. Let rise 
until double in bulk. Bake in mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees Fahren- 
heit) about 20 minutes.

The year just ended is among 
the greatest from the standpoint 
of gas distributed, new construc- 
tion and new customers added in 
the history of the Laclede Gas 
Co., Robert W. Otto, president, 
reports. 

In addition to 40,000 new house 
heating installations, made  be- 
tween March 15 and Aug. 16, the 
company has added 11,400 cus- 
tomers who never used gas be- 
fore. 

The effect of adding the loads 
described above is best illustrated 
by the increase in the maximum 
daily distribution of gas. During 
the 1948-49 winter the maximum 
daily distribution was 99,500,000 
cubic feet. Last year it was 158.- 
600,000, and this year, on Nov.

Utility Spends 
Millions Adding 
Electric Power 


The 485,390 customers of Union 
Electric Co. used over four-and-a- 
half billion kilowatt hours of elc- 
tric power last year as the utility 
spent a record $37,000,000 for 
expansion during 1950—an aver- 
age of more than $100,000 a day. 

Construction during the year 
was part of Union Electric's 15- 
year postwar expansion program 
designed to double the power 
output of the company, at a total 
‘cost of $400,000,000. During 1950, 
productive capacity was increased 
more than 20 per cent. 

In working to meet these record 
demands, Union Electric reports 
that the long-term expansion 
gram moved ahead of schevhle 
last year and will contiue to pro- 
vide for new demand during 1951.

Mortgage Banking Activity Hits 
All-Time High Here During 1950 


By L. L. SEEMAN

Mortgage banking activity in 
the St. Louis area reached an all- 
time high in 1950. Figures com- 
piled by Roy Wenzlick & Co. show 
that more than 45,000 mortgages 


were recorded in the city and St. 
Louis county, alone, not to count 
those in St. Charles and Jeffer- 
son counties and the counties of 
the metropolitan area on the east 
side of the Mississippi. 

The figures for St. Louis and 
St. Louis county are nearly 20 
per cent higher than for -1946, 
which was a record year for real 
estate activity. This activity has 
reflected the unprecedented build- 
ing boom in residential units, and 
the increasing volume of sales of 
older homes. 

Much Business Left. 

In spite of the recent curbs on 
real estate and lending activity, 
influenced by Regulation X, along 
with the scarcity of certain criti- 
cal materials and the general un- 
settled conditions, it is believed 
that 1951 will be a good year for 
mortgage bankers. With over 
15,000 starts of néw residential 
units in 1950, George S. Metcalfe, 
president of the Mortgage Bank- 
ers’ Assoviation of St.. Louis, re- 
ports that mortgage lenders will 
have a very large carry-over of 
business to be closed in the early

There has been an ample sup- 
ply of mortgage money during 
1950 in the St. Louis area to 
take care of the demand. In spite 
of the building boom there has 
been no lack of construction 
money at reasonable rates. The 
Veterans Administration has 
found an adequate supply of 
private money to handle the de- 
mand for homes, so that it has 
not been necessary for the VA to 
make loans direct to veterans in 
this area. FHA loans continue to 
command a premium in the mort- 
gage market. 


Average Near Five Per Cent. 


The going interest rate for 
residential mortgages in St. Louis 
has continued its decline in 1950. 
From 1921 to 1933 the average 
mortgage rate in St. Louis was 6 
per cent. There has been a steady 
decline since 1933 with short in- 
creases in 1942 and 1948, so that 
today the average rate is 4.90 per 
cent. The decline has been great- 
ly influenced by the increasing 
number of G.I. loans at 4 per cent 
interest and FHA’s cut in the rate 
for new loans from 4% to 4% 
per cent early in 1950. There is 
no indication that either FHA or 
VA will change the rate in 1951. 
With the prospect of a large sup- 
ply of mortgage money seeking 
investments in the St. Louis area, | 
rates should continue to decline

Power Usage Increases. 
Basis for this huge expansion 
program has been the steady in- 


sicrease in electric power demand 
s}in this area. 


In 1950, the com- 
pany reported more than 11,000 
new customers were acquired and 
the average annual power usage 
increased from 1730 kilowatts per 
residential customer in 1949 to 
1835 in 1950. This year it is ex- 


‘| pected to pass the 1900 kilowatt 


hour mark. 

Part of the increase can be 
traced-to the constant growth in 
electric range and electric water 
heater sales in this area, accord- 
ing to Union Electric. In 1949, 
the utility furnished electricity 
for 52,746 electric ranges; last 
year it serviced 59,396—an in- 
crease of nearly 7000. Water 
heaters showed a similar gain 
with 19,604 customers being billed 
at special water heater rates at 
the end of 1950, compared to 14,- 
682 in 1949. Phenomenal sales 
of television sets during the year 
also helped to swell power de- 
mands on the Union Electric sys- 
tem. Company officials estimated 
that by the end of 1950, Union 
Electric was powering more than 
238,000 television receivers 
throughout its territory, with ap- 
proximately 160,000 of these go- 
ing on the line in ‘50. 

Venice Plant Completed. 

Major project in last year’s rec- 
ord construction was completion 
of the fourth and final section of 
the Venice plant in Illinois—now 
the largest steam power plant in 
the Mississippi valley. Two new. 
turbo-generators—each capable of 
producing 100,000 kilowatts—went 
into the new fourth section last 
year to boost the Venice plants 
total capacity past the 450,000 
kilowatt mark. 

During 1950, work was also 
started on building the new Mera- 
mec plant, now beginning to take 
shape on a 374-acre site at the 
junction of the Mississippi and 
Meramec rivers in south St. Louis 
county. Over $2,000,000 of last 
year’s construction budget went 
oes work on the Meramec project.

The board of education of the 
City of St. Louis built its first 
all-new school structure of per- 
manent type in more than 10 
years, providing, at a cost of more 
than $1,000,000, light, airy, spa- 
cious classrooms and playgrounds 
for Negro children of kindergar- 
ten through eighth-grade age. 
The new Normandy Township 
Consolidated Junior High School 
was brought into service on Nat- 
ural Bridge road, a new high 
school was completed in Over- 
land; classrooms were added to 
many grade schools, and other 
new structures undertaken or fin- 
ished on both east and west sides 
of the Mississippi.

Gerald J. Donworth, St. Louis 
County Recorder of Deeds, listed 
the filing of 56,059 deeds in the 
first 11 months of the year, com- 
pared to 48,872 in all of 1949. 
Chattel mortgages filed in the 
first 11 months totaled 53,444, 


compared to 47,974 in 12 months 
of 1949. At the end of November 
this year 24,155 conveyances of 
all types had been filed in the 
county, compared to 20,928 in all 
of last year. 

Donworth’s office had total re- 
ceipts of $209,442 for the first 
11 months of 1950, compared to 
$183,488.66 in 12 months of 1949; 
and the balances on hand over 
and above all salaries of the of- 
fice totaled $34,606.96 at the end 
of the last 11 months, compared 
to only $25,087 for all of 1949. 

Even as there were more mort- 
gage papers filed, however, there 
also were more released than in 
1949.

A large number of loans, how- 
ever, more than 8000 or nearly 
one-sixth of all the loans filed, 
did not quote the interest rate 
being charged. 

Appearance of many loans with 
interest rate above the average 
is due, O’Leary believes, to in- 
creasing use of the _ so-called 
“open-end mortgage” in which 
not real property alone, but also 
an increasing variety of chattels 
more or less attached to the real 
estate (and having relatively 
shorter life, so far as amortization 
is concerned) are included in the 
one financing “package.”

Since Jan. 1, 1942, it has been 
necessary for persons who want 
to function as salesmen or brok- 
ers of real property in Missouri, 
to obtain a state license to prac- 
Without a 
license, a person may buy a prop- 
erty and sell it himself, if he 
wishes, but he cannot act as an 
agent for some other person in 
bringing about a transaction. 

In 1942, first year in which 
the Missouri Real Estate Com- 
mission was established to func- 
tion under Senate Bill No. 87 for 
the licensing of real estate brok- 
and salesmen, there were 
about 4000 persons licensed in 
the state, Ray Dolan, a member 
of the present commission, re- 
ports. Today, there are between 
13,000 and 14,000. 

Dolan served as chairman of 
the board for a term which ended 
in October and has been suc- 
ceeded as chairman by Rolla E. 
Stephens of Joplin. Frank Wood- 
ward of Kansas City is a member 
of the board, as Dolan continues 
to be, and John W. Hobbs of 
Jefferson City is secretary. The 
board maintains an office at 222 
Monroe street, Jefferson City,; 
holds examinations for brokers’ 
licenses there quarterly, but holds 
examinations for salesmen every 
month at four different points in | 
the state. 

In the last 24 months there 
have been an average of 130 
applicants for salesmen’s licenses, 
Dolan reports, and the commis- 
sion has held 12 hearings in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county. At 
the hearings licenses of two 
brokers were revoked for failure 
to observe the law under which 
licenses are issued

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House Builders 
Set Record, but 
Decry Controls

The home building industry 
wrote some of its most interest- 
ing history and certainly entered 
its highest production records in 
the books during 1950. Topping 
its previous record year, 1949 
which saw 1,025,000 building 
starts. the industry will show 
nearly 1,400,000 homes and units 
started in 1950. 


Thest figures approach the nu- 
merical brackets in which we're 
accustomed to thinking of pro- 
refrig- 
erators and appliances. As such, 
they are testimony to the ef- 
ficiency of the modern profes- 
sional builder, who geared his 
crews and methods to modern 
demands, and whose production 
was limited only by failure of 
building materials manufacturers 
to keep up with him, and by gov- 
ernmental interference. 

Significantly, the home build- 
ers had started 705,700 units in 
the nation during the first six 
control-free months of 1950. Then 
the deadly axe of Regulation X, 
forged by economic tinkers, slash- 
ed deeply into the credit which 
could be commanded by the home 
seeker, with the result that pro- 
duction figures are falling to a 
post-war low. 

May be Defense Area. 

The most optimistic of the 
members of the Home Builders 
Association of Greater St. Louis, 
and of the National Association of 
Home Builders, feel that the 
building of homes in 1951 will 
fail far short of the announced 
government goal of 850,000 
homes. From a pessimistic quarter 
of a million, the guesses run to 
an optimistic 600,000, with the 
average prediction ranging be- 
tween 400,000 and 500,000. 

A new note has been sounded 
which apparently makes the out- 
look for 1951 a little brighter for 
the St. Louis home builders, with 
the announcement that the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board 
is listing about 150 “defense 
areas” in which mortgage credit 
controls will be relaxed to en- 
courage home building. St. Louis 
will certainly be one of those 
areas, 

This is not as happy news for 
the builder and his construction 
workers as it might seem on first 
inspection. Here’s the reason. 
To produce large numbers of low 
cost homes, it is necessary for 
the builder to plan far ahead, and 
develop his building sites many 
months before spades and bull- 
dozers come into play. Much ma- 
terial costing many thousands of 
dollars must be buried in the 
ground before actual homes can 
be constructed. 

Sees Further Shortage. 

Consequently, though the public 
will become aware of the pinch 
only in a few months from now, 
the governmental relief, if it 
comes in this and other defense 
areas, will come too late to avoid 
a housing shortage. The seeds 
of the housing shortage in the 
greater St. Louis area have been 
planted. Homes that should have 
been started in the spring cannot 
be started until summer or fall, 
no matter when the mortgage 
credit rules are relaxed. 

Meanwhile, if defense manu- 
facturing plans ripen with the 
speed promised by the Govern- 
ment, there will be again a mad 
scramble for housing in the 
greater St. Louis area. 

The fault will he with the gov- 
ernmental control agencies which 
failed to take geographical loca- 
tions, defense production strategy 
and other salient factors into con- 
sideration when the credit con- 
trols were applied. They operated 
on the fictional premise that home 
building was the cause of infla- 
tion and that by stopping it they 
would stop inflation. As we pay 
our Christmas bills we see that 
inflation continues to spiral. Yet, 
inspection of building permit rec- 
ords reveals that home building 
we already been cut below nor- 
mal. 


1950 Record Year. 

The full impact of the quietus 
on the building “boom” will be 
felt by the construction workers 
in the spring. Normally lean after 
the inactivity of the winter 
months, the construction workers 
pray for good building weather 
so that they can get back to work 
early. Weather will have no 
bearing on the start of building 
in 1951, because economically, the 
builders cannot plan their build» 
ing programs until the Govern- 
ment makes up its mind. 

Should the controls be relaxed 
in this area tomorrow, it would 
be May, June or July before sub- 
divisions would bustle with the 
screaming of saws and the ham- 
mering which we commonly as- 
sociate with the building of new 
homes. 

However, against these some- 
what depressing facts, the Home 
Builders Association of Greater 
St. Louis can balance the pride 
which comes of a record produc- 
tion year, and under the leader- 
ship of Joseph H. Vatterott, new 
president, look forward to the 
coming year with rekindled op- 
timism which is part of the build- 
ers stock in trade. No member 
of the Association embodies that 
attitude of creative enthusiasm 
better than Vatterott who, him- 
self, has weathered the vicissi- 
tudes of the building business for 
many years. 

As an Association we look back 
upon National Home Week in 
September of 1950 as the great- 
est display we have ever made 
of our proficiency as builders. 
And under the guidance of Vat- 
terott, and his show chairman, 
Ralph S. Duke, we look forward 
with anticipation to our Bildors’

105,000 U.N. Troops, 91,000 Korean Civilians 
Are Evacuated From Hungnam Beachhead 


Trucks loaded with United Nations troops move into the harbor 
area at Hungnam as the Tenth Corps carries out its evacuation 
on Northeast Korean beachhead. Cargo derricks jut into the 
sky and the waterside is littered with materiel being transferred to 
the vessels that crowd the harbor. Completion of the withdrqwal 


from the port was announced last weekend.. During 13 days 105, 
000 United Nation troops, 91,000 Korean civilians had been removed 
from the threat of the surrounding Chinese and North Korean 


forces. When the withdrawal began under pressure of the Chi- 
nese Communist offensive, the American, British, Puerto Rican and 
South Korean troops were scattered over a large area of Northeast 
Korea, one sector touching on the Manchurian border more than

Shrimp Salad Flavored With Curry

HRIMP, like other sea food, has a bland 

flavor and needs to be combined with 

something of stronger and sharply con- 
trasting taste. This is especially true when 
shrimp is used in salad. Mrs. M. Theron 
Ludwig of St. Louis, who often serves shrimp 
salad at buffet suppers, uses curry powder 
for the contrasting flavor. 

Mrs. Ludwig cooks shrimps in boiling, 
salted water with seasonings for 15 minutes. 
They are allowed to cool in water and are then 
peeled and cleaned. Celery is diced and 
added to cleaned shrimps with mayonnaise, 


grated onion and remaining ingredients. 
Everything is mixed carefully until all shrimps 
are coated. Salad is then placed in refrigera- 
tor to marinate for six to eight hours. 
INGREDIENTS: Four pounds green shrimp, 
two quarts water, two teaspoons pap- 
rika, one-half teaspoon caraway seeds, one 
and one-half tablespoons salt, one and one-half 
cups diced celery, one and one-half teaspoons 
grated onion, two tablespoons lemon juice, one 
tablespoon curry powder, one cup mayon- 
naise, six tablespoons sour cream, salt to taste. 
These amounts will serve eight to ten persons.

FRIEND told me about a little Chinese boy named Ho the other 
day. Ho, it seems, wanted to learn English. My friend wanted to 
, learn Cantonese, Ho’s language. So they sat down and began 
drawing pictures, each telling the other the word for what they drew. 

They came to “flag.” My friend drew a picture of the Stars and 
Stripes. Then he asked Ho to draw his flag. 

Ho traced a rectangle. And then he carefully filled in a hammer and 
sickle. He drew the Communist flag! : 

This happened in South China in 1946—long before the victory of the 
Chinese Communists. Yet already this seven-year-old youngster re- 
garded the symbols of the Russian revolution as his own. 

To me, that’s deeply significant. It typifies Russia’s success in getting 
there first in the minds of countless “Hos” in dozens of lands. 

It illustrates something we must do during 1951: wrest this very 
ability to “do it first” from the Russians. We’ve got to make them start 
guessing about our moves! 

So far we’ve failed. The Russians, by dint of clever propaganda and 
political razzle-dazzle have put us on the defensive. We worry about 
them. As a result, our programs are always aimed at stopping the 
Communists. 

Korea is the best example of all. Last June, Russia demonstrated 
again that there is some truth to the bitter jest once voiced by an 
American general: “The unwavering national military policy of the 
U.S.,’”’ he observed, “is to place untrained men in desperate situations!” 

Our Marines, no strangers to adversity, have an old slogan: attack/ 

“In the long run,” they say, “we lose fewer men, because we keep the 
enemy off balance. We defeat him sooner.” _ 

What we need to do right now is to keep the Russians off balance. 
We need to start them guessing about what we’re going to do next. 

There are several things we can do. But we must do them now. It 
takes three years to develop a new type of bomber. It takes just as 
long to plan and execute a political offensive. 

Here's a program I think will work. It’s not original. Some parts have 
been started. Others have been neglected or overlooked. The important 
thing is that we undertake all of it. By 1952 it can produce some re- 
sults, by 1953 even more. By 1954—a year of great peril, according to 
strategic planners—its returns could be priceless. Here it is: 


We must show the rest of the world the real facts about 

- our demecratic way of life. 

True, the Voice of America and US. Information Service are trying 
to do this. Their programs should be stepped up. But we must do more. 

We should recognize, as Admiral Nimitz pointed out recently, that 
80 percent of the world’s people have no clear idea of what we mean 
when we speak of individual liberty and freedom... 

We should invite thousands of these uninformed strangers (pri- 
marily those not yet behind the Iron Curtain) to our shores. We should 
offer them a free visit to the U.S.—pay their bills, let them put a finger 
on the map and say, “I want to go there.” Take them there—to = 
San Diego or Saugatuck, Me.—and let them see America as it really is! 
Then’let them go back gnd tell their own people what they saw. iS 

We can challenge Russia to do the same thing. She wouldn't dare’ 


range a world-wide program, SO these people can tell their age There 
is one such program in the U.S. already (PARADE, Oct. = a 
Eye-witness testimony is more convincing than any speech or story. 


Let’s see that the world gets a chance to hear it. 


3. Encourage Communists to “choose a 


tel 
We know that many functionaries of the Soviet Union and the satel- 


lites have already fled to the West of their own free will. Let’s tempt 
more by guaranteeing protection and a new start in some free country. 
Nothing could show up the bankruptcy of Communism more dra- 
matically than a mass desertion of disillusioned followers. 


A. Let’s have a private-enterprise ‘’Point Feur.”’ 

Communism thrives in poverty and misery. Let’s extend the benefits 
of our agricultural and industrial techniques to backward peoples—not 
to exploit them, but to bolster their living standards. Let’s do it by 
individual initiative—on projects acceptable to the countries them- 
selves—not by another costly government program. One way is to stop 
taxing income from foreign investment of this kind. The Treasury loss 
would be small. The payoff in friendship could be magnificent. 


5 Let's find a slegan for “a 
American advertising has shown us that a cam- 
paign for men’s minds needs a spirited slogan. 
We made the Germans jittery with our “V for 
Victory” campaign during the last war. We should 
needle the Russians, too. An “F for Freedom” pro- 
gram is already gaining headway in the Russian 
Zone of Germany. Maybe this is the slogan that fits 
the bill. Maybe it isn’t. Let’s find out—and not rest 
until the words are painted on the Kremlin walls! 


6. Use ridicule-as a 

The rigidity of the Soviet system lays it open to 
a human trait that everyone shares—a good laugh. 
We shouldn't miss a single chance to show how ri- 
diculous some of the self-important Communist 
functionaries (and their mammoth lies) really are. 


rf We must use the vast power of religion. 
Already the Roman Catholic Church has set its face against Com- 
munist materialism. Other faiths, Protestant and Jewish, are realizing, 
too, that Communism is the enemy of all religion. But outside Christi- 
anity, we must enlist the forces of other faiths which Communism 
would destroy—Buddhism, Mohammedanism, Hinduism. Where relig- 
ion is not a factor, ancient traditions can be enlisted in our favor. 


B Assist Tite — and encecurage cther satellites te break 
- away frem Moscow. 

In many ways, this is the fruit of other policies—to lure the satellites 
to our side. It can be done if we guarantee them our support. 


9. Let’s arouse public opinien inside Russia. 

We must find means of working behind the Iron Curtain as a sort 
of “freedom conspiracy.” We must place agents able and willing to 
create discontent within the Soviet Union. We know that millions of 
people in Communist lands hate their rulers. Our problem is to find 
ways of helping them to vent their hatred. One way is to give active 
support to guerrilla bands operating behind the Iron Curtain. 


10. Se aes ae rence 


The Russians have always been inept in technological development. 
They still are. We know that they are short of engineers, technicians, 
precision-equipment. Hence, let’s make them do everything for them- 
selves. Make them build even the simplest electric motor the hard way. 

Here, then, is a program for 1951. Already we are arming ourselves 
and our allies. This must continue. But, in addition, if we take the 
measures outlined above, we will find ourselves doubly armed—with 
weapons, and with the initiative. 

It would be reassuring, for a change, to know we had them both.
